Plant of the Toronto Rubber Shoe 
Company’s Works Destroyed. 





It Was Impossible to Save Anything— 
About Two Hundred and Fifty Hands, 
Who Have Beon Thrown Out of EM 
ployment, Worked Hard to Save the 
Main Building—Wood Grist Mill Was 
Also Destroyed. 


St. Catharines, Jan, 8.—Just about 9 
e'olook yesterday morning fire broke out 
in the boiler room of the Voronto Rub- 
ber Shoe Manufacturing OUompany’s 
works at Port Dalhousie. Every effort 
Was made to stop the flro, but this could 
not be done, so then the efforts of the 
employes were directed to preventing the 
spread of the flames to the main build- 
ing. Fora time if looked as if their 
efforts would be successful, but the fire 
communicated with the varnish room, 
and then it was all over. The flames 
spread with fierce rapidity, and it was 
seen the building was doomed. 

Efforts were directed towards saying 
the manufactures stock in the building, 
and much of this was got ouf, though 
all the goods in process of manufacture 
wore destroyed. 

A strong wind was blowing, and 
fanned the flame ta fierce heat, and the 
quantity of oils, naptha, etc., augmented 
the fury of the fire, The flames com- 
municated with the Wood grist mill, 
and this was totally destroyed, in addi- 
tion to the ofl house of the rubber fac- 
tory across the road. All the hands were 
at work when the fire broke out. No one 
was hurt serlously, though William 
Crawford badly sprained his ankles by 
jumping from a window. 

What was in the morning a fine build- 
jog and a hive of industry, was last 
night a smouldering maas of ruins. 

About 250 hands are thrown out of 
emp.ioyment, 

All Port Dalhousie laments the burn- 
ing of the works, for they were looked 
upon as the mainstay of the place. The 
insurance is not yet known. 

The Losses and Insurance, 

Tho grist mill was insured in the Hart- 
ford and Wostern for $2,500 each. Tha 
contents of the mill were not insured. 
The rubber factory loss will amount ta 
over $100,000, they having lost over $50,- 
000 on rubber alone. Toronto companies 
are interested in the rubber factory loss, 
but tu what extent Manager Foote could 
not say at present, as thei: polloies are 
reported in their Toronto oftice,

Sir Wilfrid made an important an- 
nouncement regarding the Senate, It 
could be abolished, rendered elective or 
reformed. He was agalnat abolition, and 
did not beliove in an elective Senate— 
more or less could it be refermed. The 
Government wouki submit a measure to 
the country providing fer the joint vote 
being taken by hoth Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and the majority would carry. He 
believed that this was the best reform 
that could be operated, and one that 
would be approved of by the people. He 
only said a word as to- the negotiations 
at Washingtou. Sir Wilfrid loved Can- 
ada, and he #Gmired our neighbors, and 
he did not see why we could not live side 
by aide in peace and harmony. However, 
all he bad to say was thatif he did bring 
back a treaty it would be found that, 
apart from the accepted policy of give 
and take, nothing of yital importance 
would be sacrificed. . 

Hon, Mr, Fielding announoed that the 
etpooditura chargeable to consolidated 
acoount for the year ending June 380 was 
$58,882,526, and for the first time in the 
history of Canada the revenue exceeded 
$40,000,000.

FARMERS AFTER LAURIER. 





Deputation From Chateauguay and Hunt- 
ingdon Pitch Into the Premier, 


Montreal, Yan. 4.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
received thu first forinal evidence yester- 
day of the great dissatisfaction which 
preyaila amongst the Premier’s English- 
speaking supporters in the Province of 
Quebec, At 3 p.m. Sir Wilfrid roceived a 
deputation of Chateauguay and Hunting- 
don farmers, who presented the Premier 
a petition regarding thelr position, They 
told the leader of the Gevernment that 
they expected the debt to be diminished, 
as well as the expenditure, and instead 
both Bad been largely inoreased; in fact, 
a tone of great dteappointment preynilea 
hroughout the whole address. ‘‘Wo 
ptay,’’ concluded the delegation, ‘thai 
no further addition be made to the debt 


| of the Deminion, and that money needed 


for extraordinary expenditure be found 
by reducing the public establishment to 
a standard in keeping with the means of 
the laboring olasses, of which the farm- 
ers form the most important part.’’ The 
memorial contained over 1,000 names, 
and the deputation was headed by Editor 
Sollar of The Huntingdon Gleaner. ‘The 
Premier promised he would give the 
matter the attention whioh it deserved. 

It is understood that the Marchand 
Government wil] not again present their 
education bill, and that, in order to sayo 
appearances, Hon. J, E. Robidoux, who 
introduced the measure, will retire to the 
benoh. 

Lord Strathoona is getting better and 
will probably be able to leave for Hng- 
land the first of next week.

Chinese affairs, remarking that all the 
institutions of the country were in a do- 
plorably effete condition, In his judg- 
ment an army of 200,000 men might be 
maintained without inoreasing the pres- 
ent budget, if wastes were avoided. 

Lord Beresford said tha whole system 
of Chinesw administration required ro- 
forming. Reforms would not be difficult, 
as there was no hereditary rights, foudal 
system or vested interests, such as exist- 
ed when Japan initiated reforms. China 
was not overtuxed, he asserted, but sim- 
ply taxed badly. Tho first slup in reform 
would be the adequate payment of the 
oflicials. He predicted that there would 
be trouble sooner or later over tarilts, 
saying that the French demands at 
Shanghai promised to make trouble. In 
conolusion, he advocated a chivalrous and 
clear policy toward China, and the fur 
eign powers interosted in China,

Toronto, Jan. 6,—Sir Mackenzie Bow- 
oll, ox-Premior of Canada, spent yeater- 
day here. Speaking about Sir Wilfrid 
Laurior’s proposition to reform the Sen- 
ate, Sir Mackenzie said: “This Senate 
proposal of Sir Wilfrid’s doos seem 
absurd. I take it that he intends under 
curtain ciroumestanoos, auch as when the 
Senate takes objection to any wrong- 
doing of the Commons, to have a joint 
yote of tho Commons and Senate. This 
would certainly be a very easy and oer- 
tain method of deatroying the value of 
tho Senate. There Is little difference be- 
twoen his proposal and abolition. What 
would become of Ministerial responsl- 
bility under that sy#tom?’’ continued the 
ex-Premior. ‘If the representative Cham- 
ber in a British Goverument defeats a 
Goyerninent measuro the Government 
resigns. If the appointed Chamber de- 
feats it the Governmont does not resign. 
What if this combination should dofeat 
the measure? Would the Cabinet resign? 

“The proposition is un-Britisn. Not in 
Great Britaip, nor in any colony under 
British rule, is there such a mixed-up 
combination of governing podies. It can- 
not bs. ‘The Senate of Canada, according 
to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, is an anomaly. I 
do nob understand what is meant by 
that. Wo are a bit Gifferent from the 
House of Lords, but our position is not 
anomalous.”’ 


THINGS ALE AS THEY WERE. 
Water Still Runs Down the St. Lawrence 
and Turte Claims His Own, 


Montreal, Jan. 5.—The wator is still 

running down the St. Lawrence and the 
Champ de Mars is in the same place, in 
spite of the faof that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
has announced that he will reform the 
Senate, Ir fact, the Premier Joserves no 
crodit for the plan, as he simply borrow- 
ed it from Mr. ‘Tarte. Months ago the 
Minister of Public Works wrote a series 
of articles in La Patrie, and one of these 
explained in detail the reform gravely 
announced by Sir Wilfrid Laurier Tues- 
day ovening, This is confirmed by La 
Patrie of-yosterday, and Mr, Tarte takes 
great care that “hie leader will get no 
credit for this refir n ff, ‘‘The prelimin- 
ary reform,’’ says La Patrie, ‘‘is that 
which the editor of La Patrie suggested 
in hia brochuro on tho Sanate.’’ That 
this may be understood, it should be said 
that after Mr. Yarte’s articles had ap- 
peared in his paper ho had them pub- 
lished in pamphlet form, ‘his is the 
system,’’ Mr, ‘Tarte continues, ‘‘whioch is 
followed in Brazil, in Switzerland and 
in Norway and Sweden und the principle 
which was introduced in the Australian 
confederation project. The Laurier Goy- 
ernment can count on thezeal of the Lib- 
eral press, on the deyotiou of the Liveral 
clnbs and on the good sense of the people 
for support jn this new movernent.’’ 
_ The Wittiess opines that the new move- 
ment wonld have to be sanctioned by the 
Imperial Government, and says no more, 
The Star says the Premier wants to 
drown the Senate.

DO FISHES SLEEP? 


Expert Blackford Says Yeu — They 
Can Alno Close Their Eyes, 

‘‘Do fishes sleep, and how?’’ 

This question was addressed to Eugone 
Q. Blackford, formerly fish commissioner 
of Now York state. His aoquaintance with 
fish began when ho was very young, and 
at tho present time ho is a recognized au- 
thority all over the world. 

“Certainly they sleep,’’ was Mr, Black- 
ford’s responso, ‘'They sleep suspended in 
the water, with thoir oycs wide open. I 
hayo seen them do it often. I have many 
fish in tanks with glass fronts and can 
watch them. Sometimes I sce a fish sus- 
pended in the water keeping porfectly still 
for half an hour at a time, and then I con- 
clude that hoe is asleep. He does not even 
move a fin at such times, and the motion 
of the gills is barely perceptible. 

‘Fishes don’t close their eyes, because 
there is no necessity for fheir doing it. 
They haye no eyelids, because their eyes 
are not exposed to dust as ours are. They 
don't close their oyes in sleep because the 
light is so modified by the wator that it is 
not hard for them to find a twilight spot. 

“But they can close their eyes if they 
want to do it, and they do on yery partieu- 
lar occasions. I will show you. John, 
bring me a trout.” 

The man went toatank and soon re- 
turned, bearing in his hand a fine trout 
about 8 inches in length. This Mr. Black- 
ford held while he took a lead ‘pencil and 
touched one of its eyes with the point. 
The trout wriggled about vigorously and 
at the same time drew an inside yellow 
curtain oyer the eye. 

“You see, he can close his eyes if he 
chooses," said the former fish commission- 
er.—Harper’s Bazar. 

How to Make Luminous Paint. 

Get a few good oyster shells and thor- 
oughly clean them, after which inser6 
them intoa clear fire for 20 minutes or so 
When cold, hammer them into a powder, 
rejecting all parts that are not white, for 
the gray portious are totally useless for 
your purpose, Then put layers of this 
powder, alternating with flowers of sul- 
phur, into a crucible and seal up the lid, 
which may be done by means of a paste 
made of sand and beer. An hour's bak- 

ing on & goctl fire vil! follow next, When 
quite cold, remove the contents of tho cru- 
cible and make up into a paint with gum 
water. ‘Two or three coats of this on any 
article will make suoh painted surface 
luminous for many hours after dark, but 
{t is understood that it must be exposed to 
daylight previously in order that it may 
be able to store up the phosphorescence 
which it yields later.—Nuggets.

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led to his appointment in 1868 as Rector 
of Trinity Church, Chicago, where he be- 
came a great favorite with the large and 
influential congregation worshipping under 
him in that parish. He was recalled to 
Montreal ia 1878 to take over the rector- 
ship of St. George’s, and remained there 
until bis elevation to the episcopate as sec- 
ond Bishop of Algoma, June 29, 1882. His 
Lordship was consecrated in Montreal in 
that year by Archbishop Lewis, of Ontario, 
assisted by several other prelates, includ- 
ing Bishop Coxe, of New York. ‘The 
record of Bishop Su'livan in the diocese of 
Algoma,” says the Rey. Dr. Mockridge in 
his “Lives of the Canadian’ Bishops,” ‘‘is 
one of singular devotion to duty, with an 
entire disregard of personal comfort and 
ease, Ina missionary diocese he was truly 
& missionary bishop. His first year's record 
was 11,000 miles of travel by land and 
water in promotion of his charge. When 
he accepted office the diocese had 16 mis 

siouarios, which number had increased in 
1895 to 30. Buta little more than a year 
after becoming Bishop of Algoma, Dr. S. 
was elected by a yery large majority to the 
vacant chair of his old diocese of Turon. 
His reply (‘My duty to Algoma compels 
me to decline’) was characteristic of that 
zeal and devotion which in recent years 
broke down the vigorous health which en- 
abled him to achieve marvellous results in 
his field of labor. Before failing health 
‘compelled him to take needed rest in 1893, 


and a roll of 68 churches, all free of debt, 
was the splendid monument which he had 
erectéd,” His Lordship went to Europe, 
1894, being appointed by the Colonial and 
Continental Church Society Chaplain’ of 
Christ Church, Mentone, France, for the 
winter season, Resuming his labors in 
Canada, he finally resigned his Seo on his 
appointment as Rector of St. James’ 
Church, Toronto, in succession to Bishop 
Dumoulin, Noy., 1896. While in Chicag» 
the degree of S. TI. D. (Doctor of Sacred 
Theology) was conferred upon him. Hie 
Lordship was also a D.O.L. of Lennoxville 
and Dublin, and D.D. of Trinity Universi- 
ty, Toronto, and a Vice-President of the 
Burial Reform Association. He belonged 
to the Evangelical School of Churchmen, 
He married, Oct., 1866,* Frances Mary, 
Becond daughter of Elward Renaud, of 
Neufchatel, by his wife, Mary Ann Camp- 
bell. - Two of their children, Alan Sulli- 
yan, a graduate of Toronto University, and 
Miss Kathleen Sullivan, have displayed 
literary gifts and cultivation of a high 
order. ‘The last-named died in Toronto, 
Dec. 29, 1897. Among the tribu'es the 
deceased Bishop received at Cifferent fimes 
are tho following :

BILL TO REDUCE EXPRESS CHARGES, 





The New York Legislature Will En- 
‘ deavor to Help the People, 


Albany, Jan, 6.—It is announced that 
at the suggestion of the’ Merchants’ 
Assoolation of New York a bill will be 
introduced to place the express companies 
doing business in this State under the 
supervision of the Stato railroad com- 
mission. This action is based upon the 
statement that a large part of every dol- 
Jar paid by the merchants for exvress 
charges is exorbitant, and ‘‘is exacted to 
pay a monstrous profit to an unrestricted 
monopoly.”’ ‘To this end the association 
introduces a ‘‘bill to regulate express 
companies.’’ The Merchants’ Association 
says that, whilo freight charges have been 
greatly reluced in recent years, express 
charges have undergone nothing like an 
adequate reduction. A oijrcular sent out 
declares that on many olasses of gooda 
expross charges average from 6 to 16 per 
cont. of the value of the goods.

mage this morning preached from tho 
text, Genesis xlvil, 8, ‘‘How old art 
thou?’ He sald: 

The Egyptian capital was tho foous of 
the world’s wealth. in ships and barges 
there had been brought to it from India 
frankincense and cinnamon and ivory 
| and diamonda; from the north, marble 
and iron; from Syria, purple and silk; 
from Greece, some of tho finest horses of 
the world, and eome of the most brilll- 
art chariots, and from all the earth that 
which coutd bost pleaso the eye and 
chatm tho ear and gratify the tasto. 
hero were temples aflame with red 

sandstone, entared by the gateways that 

were guaried by pillars bewildoring with 
hieroglyphics and wound with brazon 
serponts and adurned with winged croa- 
tures—their eyes and boaks and pinions 
glittoring with procious stones. Thore 
wers marble oolumns blooming into 
white flower beds, There were stone 
pillars, at the top bursting into the 
shape of the lotus when in full bloom. 
Along the ayenues, lined with sphinx 
and {ane and ubolisk, there were princes 
who came in gorgeously upholstered 
palanquins, carried by servants in scarlet 
oz elsewhere drawn by vehicles, the snow 
white borsea, golden bitted and six 
abreast, dashing at full run. On the 
floora of mosaio the glories of Pharoah 
were spelled out in lesters of porphyry 
and bery! and flame. There wore orna- 
moeuts twisted from the wood of tam- 
arisk, embossed with silver breaking into 
foam.

As 
you stand on the level beach of the sea 
on a summer day and look either way, 
and there are milea of breakers, white 
with the ocean foam, dashing shoreward, 
so it seemed as if the sea of the world’s 
pomp and wealth in the Egyptian capital 
for miles and miles flung itself up into 
white breakers of marble temple, mauso- 
loum and obelisk. 

It was to this capital and the palaces 
of Pharonh that Jacob, the plain shep- 
herd, came to meot his son Josaph, who 
had become prime minister in the royal 
apartnont, Pharoah and Jacob met, 
dignity and rustioltv, the gracefulness of 
the court and the plain manners of the 
fisold, Vhe king, wanting to make tho 
old countryman at ease und seeing how 
white his board is and how feeble his 
stop, looks famillarly into his face and 
says to the aged man, ‘How old art 
thou?’ 

Laat night the gate of dternity opened 
to Jet in, amid the great throng of de- 
parted centuries, the soul of the dying 
year. Under the, twelfth stroks of the 
brazen hammer of the city clock the 
patriaroh fell dead, and the stars of the 
night were the fnnoral torches, It is most 
fortunate that on thia road of life there 
are 80 many milostones, on which we can H 
read just how fast we are going toward | 
the journeys end. I feel that it Is not 
an inappropriate question that I ask 
to-day. when I look into your faces and 
say, a3 Pharoah did to Jacob, the patri- 
arch, ‘‘How old art thou?” 

Peopls who are truthful on every other 
subject lie about their ages, 80 that I do 
not solicit from you any literal response | 
to the question I have asked. I would! 
put no one under temptation; but I 
simply want this morning to see by what 
tod it is we are measuring our earthly 
existence. Thera is o right way and a’ 





wrong way of measuring our earthly | lik 
There is aright way and 4 ‘heaviest troublos ‘iight,’’ and ‘‘but for a 


existence: 
wron way of measuring a door, or a wall, 
or an arch, or a tower, and so there isa 
right way and & wrong way of measur- 
ing our earthly existence. It is with 
reference to this highor meaning that I} 
confront you this morning with the; 
stupendous question of the text, and «sk, 
“How old art thou?’ 

Thera aie inany who estimate their 
life by mers worldly gratification. When 
Lord Duudas was wished a happy new 
year, he said, ‘It will have to boa hap- 
piar year than the past, for 1 badn’t one 
happy moment in‘all the 12 montha thas 
have gono,’’ But that has not been the 
oxperienco of most of us. Wo have found 
that shough the world js blasted with sin 
itis avery bright and beantiful placa 
to realde ly. We havo had joys innumuer- 
able. There fs no hostility between the 
gospel and the morriments and the 
festivities of lifs. I do not think that 
wo fully enough appreciate the worldly 
plensures God gives us, Whon you recount 
your enjoyinents, you do not go far 
enough back. Why do you not go back 
to tho time when you wero an infant in 
your mother’s arms, looking up Into the 
Leayen of her smile; to those days whon 
you filled the house with the uproar of 
boleterous merriment; whon you shouted 
as you pitcked the ball on the play- 
ground; when, on the cold, sharp win- 
ter night, muffled up, on skates you shot 
over the resounding ice of the pond? 
Have you forgotten all those eood days 
that the Lord gave you? Were you nover 
a boy?

your house pealing forth at tha sound of 
ber volco or tho soft touch of ber hand} 
Because in some financial kuroclydon 
your fortune wont {nto the Lreakers, did 
you forgot nll those years jn which thy 
luxuries aud extravugancesa of life 
showered on your pathway?’ Alas, that is 
an unwise man, an ubgrateful man, an 
onfalr man, ab unphilosepblic man, and 
moags of all, an un-Christian man, who 


moasures bis life on earth by groana and 
teara and dyapeptio fit and abuse and 
scorn and terror aod newralgic thrust. 
Again, I remark that there ure many 
people who ostinato their life on earth 


by tho amount of money they havo 
acoumulatel Thoy say, ‘Tho year 1866, 
or 1870, or 1893, was wasted.'" Why? 


‘*Made no money.’ Now, it is all cans 
and insincerity to tulk agalost money, ag 
though it nad no values, 16 may reprosent 
refinement and cducation and- 10,000 
blessed _surrundings. It |s the spreading 
of tho table that feeds the children’s 
hunger. I6 Is the lighting of the furnace 
that keeps you warm, It ja the nuking 
of the bed on which you rest from care 
and auxiety. It is tha carrying of you 
out at last to decent sepulcher and the 
putting up of the slab on which is 
chissled the story of your Christian hope, 
It is simply hypocrisy, this tirado in pul- 
pit and losture hall against money. 

But while all this is 80, he who uses 
money or*thinks of money as anything 
but a means to an end will find out his 
mistake whon the. glittering treasures 
slip ous of his nerveless grasp and he 
goes out of this world without a shilling 
of money ora oortifioste of stock. He 
might better have been a Christian por- 
ter that opened his gate cr the bogrimad 
workman who last night bsayod the coal 
into his cellar. Bonds and inortgages and 
leases have their uso, but they makea 
poos yardstick with which to measure 

{fe. ‘‘They that boast themselves in their 
wealth and™trust in the .nultitude or 
thoir riches, none of them can, hy any 
means, redeem his brother or give to 
God a ransom for him that he should not 
see corruption.’’ 

But I remark, there are inany—I wish 
there were more—Wwho estiinate their life 
by their moral and spiritual development, 

It is not sinful ggotism for a Christian 
man to say, ‘‘I am purer than [I used to 
be. I am.more consecrated to Christ than 
Iused to be. I bave got over a great 
many of the bad habits in which I used 
to indulge. I om a great deal better man 
than I used to bo.’’ There is no sinful 
ootism in that, Itis not base egotism 
for a solaier to say, “I know more about 
military tactica than I used to before I 
tool a musket la my hand and learned 
to ‘prosent arms,’ and whon I wasa 
pest to the drill officer.”’ It is not bage 
egotism for o sailor to say, ‘‘I know bet- 
ter how to clew dowa the mizzen topsail 
than I used to before I had ever seen a 
sbip.’’ And thers is no sinful egotism 
when a Christian man, fighting the bat- 
tles of the Lora, or, if you will have it, 
yuyaging toward a haven of eternal rast, 
says, ‘“‘I know more about spiritual 
tactios and about voyaging toward heen 
than I used to,’’ 

Why, there are those in this presence 
who have measured lances with many a 
foo and unhorsed it! There are Christian 
men here who haya beoome swarthy by 
hammering at the forge of calamity. 
They stand on an entirely different plane 
of character from that which thoy once 
ocoupiod. They are measuring their life 
on earth by golden gated Sabbaths, by 
pentecostal prayer mesting, by commun- 
jon tables, by baptismal fonts, by halle- 
lujahs in the temple. ‘hey havo stood on 
Sinal and heard it thunder.

I remark again, there are many—and 
I wish there were more—who ore estimat- 
Jog life Ly the good they can do. 

John Bradford said he counted that 
day nothing at all in which be had not, 
by pen or tongue, done some good. Ifa 
man begin right, I vannot tell how many 
tears he way wipo away, how many bur- 
dens he may lift, how many orphans he 
inay oconfort, how many outcasts he 
may reolaim. Thera have been men who 
have given thelr wholo life in the right 
direction, concentrating all thelr wit and 
ingenuity and mental acuinon and phyel 
coal foros and enthusiasm for Christ.

BLOWN TO PIECES. . 


A Sack of Dynamite Explodes in Mr 
McGourty’s Arms—Caught ° 
Fire from His Pipe. 


St. John, N.B., Jan. 7.—Mr, Cornelius 
McGourty, the well-known contractor, 
was killed yesterday morning under sad 
circumstances by a dynamite explosion 
near the Mispoo pulp mills. Mr. McGour- 
ty was engaged in laying water and 
steam pipes, and used the dynamite for 
blasting. Over 60 sticky were ina sack 
hanging over the boiler in a temporary 
shed, getting thawed out. Seven or sight 
persons were present, One of the party 
took the sack and handed it to McGourty, 
who familiarly Inid it down on ‘the 
ground while he lif a match and applied 
it toa pipe in his mouth. Suddenly the 
bag was seen to beon fire. McGourty 
called out to the others to run for,thoir 
lives, and instantly the workmen made 
adash. Only a few steps away was the 
Mispeo stream, and Mr. MooGurty deter- 
mined on a heroic effort to avert tho ex- 
plosion. Picking up the bag of dynamite, 
he started for the stream. Hoe only reach- 
ed the door when thero was a terrific 
explosion. The shed was destroyed, and 
Mr. McGourty was literally blown to 
pieces. His arma were gone, and his 
breast torn away. The fleeing workmen 
were thrown several feet by tho explo- 
sion, but they escaped injury. It is sup- 
posed the bag caught fire from a spark 
from Mr. McGourty’s pipe. The deceased 
was 50 years old, and leaves four children.

Formal Ceremony at Calcutta When Lord 
Curzon Stepped In and Lord Elgin 





Left Government House, 


Calcutta, Jan. 7.—Lord Curzon of 
Kedloston * forinally assumed the vice- 
royalty of India yesterday. A large gather- 
ing ut Government House witnessed the 
ceremony. 

At 9 80 a.m. the new Viceroy, preced- 
ed by his aidos-de-camp, arrived at Gov- 
ernment House and proceeded to the 
tbrone room, where ho shook hands with 
the Harl of Elgin, the retiring Viceroy, 
with tho latter’s family, with the aides- 
de-camp, the members of the council and 
with the Lient.-Governor and others. 

General Sir William Lockhart, - the 
Commander-in-Chief of the British forces 
in India, then formed Lord Curzon’s 
procession and the whole party proceeded 
to the council room, whore the impressive 
royal warrant appointing Baron Curzon 
of Kedleaton Viceroy of India was read. 

The ceremony. though formal, was 
most striking, the brilliant uniforms of 
the officials and tho foroign consuls lend: 
ing much color to uhe scene. 

A royal salute was fired, and the 
National-Anthem was played, Direotly 
after the warrant had boon read, the Ear) 
of Kigin and Lady Kigin and their imme- 
diate party left Government House. 

Lord Curzon accompanied the Karl of 
Elgin to the river side andi then returned 
to Government House, escorted by a full 
body guard of the Caloutta Light Horse.

Tho ‘‘trooping of the oolor,’’ usually 
dosignated ‘‘trooping the colors,’ has 


boan the occasion of a military display on 
tho oooasion of the sovereign’s birthday 
Since the time of George Il. (1727-60). 
‘Tho invention of this parade ia attributed 
to tho Duko of Cumberland, Colonel of 
the First Foot Guards, It is sald that this 
commanding offloer professed to be 
shocked at the uncertain gait and un- 
stoadiness of his officers, who showed 
plainly that they had scarcely recovered 
from the night's orgies, tho parade in 
those days being held at the uncomfort- 
able hour of 6 in the morning. Iho Duke 
thorofore devised manoeuvres that required 
cach oilloer to march slowly and separately 
In a straighG line to his post, tho least 
irregularity being eusily detected. ‘ho 
necussity for this test can hardly be said 
to oxist at present, but the varade con- 
tinues to be given with all the precision 
of tho form in which it was {first ostab- 
lished. 

The ceremony—one of pomp and 
splendor—is annually given with more 
increasing edlat aud is rogarded as one 
of tho moat magnificent sights in the 
world. It takes place at the Horse Guards 
parade, Whitehall, and during the reign 
of Queen Victoria always, naturally, on 
May 24, p 

The guards, ‘‘in al) their glory,” being 
drawn up on parade, a company is 
detailed under the command ot the sonior 
captain asa guard for the colors. The 
two youngest Moutenants and the tive 
senior color sergeants usually form the 
color party. The colors, which are ugually 
kept in the regimental guardroom or the 
officers’ mess, where there {¥ always a 
sentry placed over them, are under the 
charge of the drum major, whose duty is 
to seo that they are kept in perfect 
order. : 

The guard for the color marches up and 
forms in open order, and the drum major, 
taking them from the sentry, unvases 
them and hands thom over to the color 
party, they boing accapted py the leuten- 
ants, At the same timo the guards and 
sontries are ordered to present arms, and 
the color party takes its placa in the 
center of the company, Then they receive 
the order to shoulder arms and close 
order and move off ‘‘in fours,’’ in the 
dirvction of the parade ground, headed 
by tiie drums and fifes, which are sound- 
ing an enlivening air. 

The troops which have already formed 
into line at open order have their offloora 
in front. he massed bands being in the 
center of the rear of the line, thé com- 
mander-in-chief and his staff take their 
stand facing the center, at some distance 
in front of the line. 

When the colors approach, the order is 
given to present arms, and eyery officer, 
including the commander-in-chief and 
staff, salutes tho cotors. Immediately tho’ 
drums and fifes cease playing and the’ 
Massed bands strike up the national 
anthem. 

* The color party then forms up at right 
angles on the left of the line, which goes 
through the movement of shoulder arms, 
and the bands move ont in front, headed 
by the drummers under command of the 
senior drum major, They march up and 
down, playing patriotio airs and onding 
with a grand march. Then they adyahce 
to the color party, which moves off ata 
slow step, the troops again presenting 
arms, and the colors are carried along 
the entire line, the band continuing its 
notes of a grand march. They move 
around the entire square until they reach 
their old position on the left of the line, 
when the troops again shoulder arms. 
Then the commander-in-chief, riding 
along the line, inspects the ranks, after 
whioh a fen de joie js tired of throes blank 
cartridges, Thia gunpowdor salute, begin- 
ning at theright of tho front rank, is 





carried along to the left of the line and 


back again, along the rear rank to the 
right, and after each round the artillery 
booms seven times and the bands play a 
stave of the national anthem. After the 
last gun has been fired the troops again 
shoulder and present arms and advyanos 
in review order about ten paces, the 
band onos more playing ‘‘God Saye the 
Queen.'’ When they come to a halt, thoy 
ground arms and the commander-in-chief 
orders ‘‘three cheera.for the Queen,”’ Tho 
entire body of soldiery remove their 
helmets and give a trio of resounding 
huzzas in the midst of the wildest oxcite- 
ment, 3 

The ceremony thus being ended, the 
troops reform into column and march. 
off, headed by their respective bands, the 
commander-in-chief reviowing thom as 
thoy march past, ‘he color party takes 
the sacred bunting to the oharge of tho 
sentry. 

Upon their arrival at the barracks the 
troops uaually receive « pint of beor from 
the canteen to drink the Queen's health, 
though their own deserves it after the 
tiring parade. 

Es moutres is apparently an uncouth 
expression, but In the Guernsey vernacn- 
lar, relic of a Norman dialeof, it significa 
the militia review invariably held on 
that island to commvmorate the anni- 
yersary of Hor Majosty’s birth, In former 
years only the insular force took part in 
the military demonstration, but in tho 
past decade or two the garrison troops 
havo joined in the celebration, and con- 
sequently the origin of the quaint phrase 
has lost obviously its proper meaning, 
In Gueinsoy, as in tho sister island, 
Jersey, the day's program 1s much the 
samo, but from a _ ploturesquo point of 
view the military operations are condnct- 
ed in the formor on ao aite offering greater 
and better advantages for the display. 
The Belyedore fleld, where the roview is 
held, is encompassed by tho ramprrts 
and batterles of Fort Guorgo — that 
elevated oltadel commanding the anclont 
Oastlo Cornel—and a charming panor- 
amio Ino of soacoast, contlied to the east 
by the islands of Sark, Herm and 
Jethou, ‘lo the northward a giiinpse of 
the ‘dreaded Caraquet rocks may be 
obtained, with tho frowning const of 
Alderney farthor in the distance. ‘The 
ramparts and batteries lining the Bolve- 
doro flold on ita threo sides afford com:

The convespondence that I have had with 








the General Mansger of the Grand Trunk 
Railway with regard to the reduction that 
has been made by the Company of the num- 
ber of employees here, in ylolation of the 
agreement that exists between the City 
and the Company, will be placed before you. 
While desirous to preserve the friendly re- 
Jations that exist between Belleville and 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company, we will 
only be doing our duty if we respectfully 
insist that a full and satisfactory reconi- 
eon should be made for the men who have 
een removed, 

The completion last year of the road to 
Victoria Island Park has made the Park 
accessible, and, together with the excellent 
work done on the west side of the river b 
the Harbor Commissioners, has obyintad: 
it is to be hoped entirely, the floods which 
have caused so much suffering to many of 
our citizens, I hope ard expect to see the 
chee continued this year. As the Park 
will be largely resorted to, the road to and 
around it should have a top dressing of 
gravel, as itis now very rough, A moder- 
ate sum expended in caring for the park 
each year will giye us in a short time one of 
the prettiest parks in Ontario, 


The Elevator property is not occupied, 
I think an effort to find a tenant will result 
in securing one, and it ought to be made at 
once. Trade, as well as rent, is lost so long 
as the Elevator remains idle, 


When considering the rate of taxation 
prevailing now it is weil, and just besides, 
to remember that it includes not only full 
provision for the current expenses of the 
city, but also the year’s proportion of the 
sinking fund that will wipe out the debt at 
the end of the term of the consolidatad de- 
ben‘ures. There is to-dsy on deposit in the 
Bank of Montreal at the credit of the City’s 
Sinking Fund account the sum of $15,928 31 
and invested in Local Improvement Deben- 
tures, held by the Ciry Treasurer, the sum 
of $13,€53 63. In all we have a Sinking Fund 
amounting to $29,571.99 now on hand. 

The matters that are to come before us 
are weighty and important. They will 
require the closest altention, and the busi- 
ness €xperience and skill of each and all of 
us. 


The honor of being an Alderman is now 
greater than ever, as each one has the man- 
date of the general body of ratepayers as 
much as Mayor. But as the honor is great- 
er, so is the responssbility. With your 
co-operation in maintaining the rules laid 
down for our guidance, ana keeping 


economy and progress before us as the 
guiding principles of our actions, I do not 
doubt that the Council ot 1899 will have at 


its credit an excellent record at the end of 
the year, 5

The Beaver Live Str. Tongariro Arrives 
Off Halifax With Sickness, 


Halifax, Jan. 9.—The Beaver Line 
Tongariro has. anchored at. quarantine 
with the yellow flag flying for sickness 
among the passengers, ; 

The steamer Tongariro, which arrived 
Saturday afternoon from Liverpool, met 
with terrific weather on the passage. On 
the 26th, 27th and 28th December the 
wind blew with nurricane force, with 
frightful cross seas, the deoks were swept 
fore and aft, and oeyerything moveable 
carried off. One lifeboat was lost and 
another smashed, and seven ventilators 
washed away. ‘The crew had many nar- 
row escapes, and all are more or less 
bruised and cut by being knocked sbout 
the deck for three days. The steamer waa 
only able to average 80 miles a day. Oil 
Was put out in bags to try and calm the 
sea, bu6, notwithstanding that the bags 
were weighted with the pieces of chain, 
ghey were blown abvard again almost as 
soon as they were put out. The Tongariro 
brought fiye cabin, ten second cabin and 
880 steerage passengers, Of this number 
128 landed here, the remainder being 
deatined for Portland, Me,

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Distinctions Between Words Parlia- 
mentary and Unparliamentary. 


Probably the most difficult and unpleas- 
ant of the duties which the speaker of the 
house of commons is called upon to dis- 
charge is that of deciding whether an 
offensive personal allusion to a member, 
{n the course of debate, is or is not a 
breach of parliamentary decorum. There 


speaker in this delicate matter. The de- 
cision is left entirely to his own taste and 
discretion. But there has always been a 
rather curious distinction drawn between 
remarks that reflect adversely on a 11em- 
ber as a man and on a member as a poli- 
tician. According to well established preo- 
edents, the former are in all cases consid- 
ered unparliamentary, while the latter 
rarely meet with a reprimand from the 
speaker, 

Hlustrations of both categories of per- 
sonal allusions and the light in whioh 
they are regarded by the occupant of the 
chair were afforded one night in the ses- 
sion of 1896, during the debate on the 
new rule of procedure in rogard to supply. 
The expressions were applied to a promi- 
nent member of the opposition and to the 
leader of the house. It was said of the 
former that he bad been ‘‘a monumental 
instance of inconsistency throughout his 
political life,’’ 

Here we haye an allusion to a member 
asa politician. It was met with ories of 
“Order, order!’’ and “Withdraw, with- 
draw !"’ from the occupants of the opposi- 
tion benches, but Mr, Speaker Gully stop- 
ped the interruption by saying, ‘The hon- 
orablo member has not used any unpar- 
Mamentary language.” Later on in the 
debate the leader of the house was told 
that ‘by a subterfuge” he was ‘going te 
palm upon the house a_ resolution,” 
“That,’’ said the speaker, ‘is hardly 
proper language to use.’’ The word “sub- 
terfuge’’ was withdrawn by the offending 
member, aud amid laughter ‘'misappre- 
hepslon’’ was substituted in its place.— 
Nineteenth Century. 





: Muskrats, 

Rare old Captain John Smith in his 
quaint ‘History of New England and the 
Summer Isles,’’ published in London in 
1624, gives probably the first written ao- 
count of the muskrat, He says that ‘the 
mussascus Is'a beast of the form and na- 
ture of our (English) water rat;’’ and ho 
adds, “some of thom smell excecdingly 
strong of musk.’’

Amelia Abbot, beloved wife of Mr, M. 
W. Scott, Napanée, passed away to her re- 
ward on Friday morning last, after an ill 
ness of only two weoks, of la grippe.

He 
has noticed that the guilds and unions are 
conbining against them. They must some- 
how be cast out of the community. 

In this season with snow upon the 
ground and frost in the air, one ought to bo 
able to keep cool. The trading stump will 
surely have its day. So long as the pe ple 
believe in it, avd domand it, there will be a 
place for it iu the retail shop. This truth Is 
so self-evident that it does not require ela- 
boration. When fsomething newer is in 
sight, and something which will answer 
the same purpose, it will go, and not until 
then. The merchants must, meanwhile, 
simply study human nature, find out what 
the people want, and give it tothem. They 
will have their way in any case.

FIVE SNOWSTORMS AT ONCE. 


A Startling and Grand Panorama 
That Moved Before Virginia City. 


“Virginia City,’’ said Sayre Noble, at 
Nevada ranchman, “‘is pretty well up in 
the world, as any one knows who has ever ! 
been there, and there are few localities in ° 
all the Rooky mountain region from 
which a wider range of country can be 
taken in at one view. Owing to that fact 
some yery beautiful, striking and unusual 
sights are frequently seen by the dwellers 
in that fayored oity almost within sound- 
ing distance of the clouds. I have wit- 
nossed some of them myself, and one in 
particular Iremember. In fact, it wasa 
sight that no one haying seen could ever 
forget. It was a moving panorama, grand 
and impressive in the extreme, being no 
less than fiye distinct snowstorms raging 
among the mountains and deserts to the 
eastward, while in the olty not a flake of 
snow was falling. Tho storms represented 
all degrees of fleroeness and covered an 
area of at least 100 miles. The one furthest 
to hte esat, and at the same time the most 
northerly one, was apparently passing di- 
reotly over the 40 mile desert. It was as 
black as a thunder cloud so dense was the 
whirling body of snow, and was perhaps 
10 miles in diameter. Anyone in the 
midst of it would have been willing te 
swear that a snowstorm must be raging 
over the entire continent, but just to the 
north of it several tall, stately peaks rose 
out cf the florce storm and towered above 
{t in the full splendor of sunlight. The 
high hills that lay beyond the storm were 
shut off from sight as though by 4 gigan- 
tlo black ourtain. 

“Noasrer, and to the southward, another 
storm, not so black and flerce as tho first, 
but still dense enough to hido all the re- 
gion behind |, was in less active progress, 
It orept ulong toward the east, reaching 
from the level of the Carson valley upward 
to the very cloud whence it came, high in 
the hcuvens, Still nearer, and betweon the 
city and the mountains of Como 4 lighter 
storm yet, one only two or three miles im 
width, passed on its way. Through thia 
the mountain peaks could be seen dimly aa 
in a thin fog. A mile further south a 
fourth snowstorm, smaller in area than 
even the last one, but as black and tem- 
postuous as the great blizzard that, with 
tho sun touching ite crown, was sweeping 
the 40 mile dosert raged in awful fury. 
All behind it was hid as with the pall of 
tho blackest night. Miles away, further 
up to the southward, the fifth storm, a 
vast and violent one, was swoeping along, 
covering and hiding # renge of 80 miles of 
high bills, 

"'Botwoon these several storm bodies 
hills, plains and mountain peaks stood re- 
voaled as far as the eye could see, all lying 
in the glory of # late October sun. The 
wleaming peaka that rose golden far above ~ 
the blaok masses of storm os they raged in 
fury at the mountaim bases and far 
thelr rooky sides mado @ rtioularly 
striking and awesome part of that strange 
ploture,”’

“FRED” SERO'S DEATH. 


Died In the Police Court Cells in 
Montreal, 


‘*Fred”’ Sero, as announced exclusively 
in yesterday's INTELLIGENCER, died in 
Montreal yesterday morning. The Star 
gives the following account of his death ; 
This morning 4 young man named Alfred 
Sero, aged 24, died very suddenly in the 
Central Police Station.

The British Nmiypire, 
by the possession of a fortified stronghold 
in China, commands a yast bulk of trade 
in that populous country which no other 
foros than the holding of ‘he port could 
possibly command, This trade with China 
is one of the most desirable which tho 
world now offers, ‘Tho tremendous sweep 
of territory embraced under the Chinese 

name, covered with a teeming multitude 
of peoplo, who aro destined to become 
largo purchasers of the finished products 
from olyilixed markets, puts forward a | 
most inviting fleld of trade, into which 
apy progressive nation might wish to | 
enter, 

“The United States may haye the call 
in commanding that trade, but if that 
trade is to be effective, the United States 
must possess a port almost at the entrance 
to the Chinese Empire, one which ships 
of trade and ships of war can dssuoe forth 
for uotive labors, or else seok refuge in, 
when theSoccasion requires it, 

“Jt must be a port olose to the Chinese 
Empire, from which the United States 
can speak with aggressiveness, Your 
country must be in a position to speak in 
that language whose alphabet is figured 
in ships of war. When you can do that, 
then a boundless trade with the Orient 
will soon become for you a veritable 
treasure house. The accidents of war 
haye given to your country a comnmand- 
fre gateway. If utilzed to its fullest 
possibilities, your future trading will be- 
come immense. 

‘“‘The relationship between your nation 
and. Canada js friendly and cordial, This 
is not a mere superficial closeness, but it 
is “one whioh grows out of the’ real 
affinity of the two peoples.

Cannot Be Carried on in Newfoundland 
by the French Because It Violates 
Its Soil Sovereignty. 


St. John’s, Nfid., Jan. 10,—Reporters 
haye interviewed Government officials 
and other public men on the subject of 
the French rights along the treaty shore 
of this island. he Hon. A. B. Morine, 
agent for Newfoundland during the visit 
of the royal commissioners, Sir John 
Bramston and Sir James Erskine, says: 
“The treaties do not justify the French 








does noé depend on the distinction be- 
twoen crustacea and fish. The question 
of the sovereignty of the soll is involved, 
Ths treaties cede the French the right to 
catch fish and dry them on the land, as 
in 1718. The treaty of that year said the 
French should not erect any buildiiug 
besides stages made of boards and the 
huts necessary for the usual drying of 
fish. The deolaration of the Treaty of 
Versailles, in 1789, said the French could 
build only their scaffolds, by which was 
meunt fish flakes for drying purposes. 
Should Be Rigidly Enforced, 
‘‘Lobsters were not tinned in 1718 or 
1788, The tinning industry requires per- 
manent buildings and factories on the 
shore, Lobsters are not dried, but boiled, 
and their packing isan industry attached 
to the soil, not to the fishery treaty shore. 
If there is any value whatever in such 
treaties they should be rigidly enforced. 
Their fishing stations on the treaty coast 
do not exceed seven, and nono are;profit- 
able, apart from the lobster trade.’’

Kong to Shanghai, Ching, and baok by 
the sams route; a second main line 
through the same ports to Yokohama, 
Japan; also a main line through the same 
ports to Adelaide, Melbourne and Syd-

A second proclamation by Aguiualdo, 
bearing the same date as tho one whioh 
immediately followed the proclamation of 
Major-General Otis, bused upon Prosident 
McKinley's instructions, firat appeared 
in tho streets yosterday, but it ja alleged 
they have been recalled. Its torms are 
much more vehemont than those used jin 
the first proclamation. Aguinaldo threat- 
ens to drive the Amorioans from the 
islands, calls the Deity to witness that 
thelr blood will be on thelr own heads if 
ir 1s shed, and details at great length the 
promisos he claims wore made by the 
Americans as to the part-of the insurg- 
ents in the campaign. 

It is balloved that this second proclam- 
ation is tho origival draft, whioh was not 
adopted by the Filipino Congress at 
Malolos. 


OYVIS WILL NOY BEGIN HOSTILITIES, 








Although Philippine Situation Is Such 
That War Can Hardly Be Averted. 


Washington, Jan, 10.—The news from 
Joilo is such that there is a well-defined 
belief now that hostilities oan scarcely 
be averted. ‘’he report that the United 
States troops now confronting Iloilo will 
remove some miles away, to Guimaras 
Island, between Panay and Negros, is 
taken to mean that General Miller, act- 
ing on instructions from General Otis, 
will not begin hostilities, which mean 
undoubtedly the burning of the City of 
Iloilo, the second oity of the Philippines, 
and probably great loss of life. The in- 
surgents have un army of 8,000-men 
under General Malver, and pow that the 
Americans are to withdraw, will probably 
settle down to await the arrival of Aguin- 
alco or instructions from him as to 
future actions, 


Troops to Be Forwarded. 


In the meantime evory preparation is 
being hurried to send forward the troops 
ordered to Manila, and more ships will 
undoubtedly be added to tho fleet under 
Dewey. : 

‘he special concludes by saying: Prob- 
ably no nation ever witnessed a greater 
exbibition of etfrontery, bordering on 
treason, than that now vbveilng given by 
Felipe Agoncillo, who is, in his own 
mind at least, the representative of the 
Philippine National Government, of 
which Aguinaldo is dictator. 

Agoncillo, through his secretary, Sixto 
Lopez, gave a special interview toa re- 
porter yesterday and expressed most 
inflammatory sentiments. Tho interylew 
was repeated to a member of the Senate 
chamber on foreign relations, who said: 
“If I were in oharge of the executive 
branch of this Government, I should 
order the arrest of Messrs. Agoncillo and 
Lopez to-morrow morning. There is 
plonty of warrant Jn lay for suoh a pro- 
cesding.”’ :

Warm Debate Over the Spe- 
cial Committee's Report. 


Mr, Johnson Thinks Harsh Language 
Was Used--Miss Palen Appointed 


to Octavia St. School. 


The final meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation of 1898 was held last night, and 
proved to be lengthy and somewhat heated 
in its character. The bone of contention 
was the report of the speeial Committee in 
reference to the number of scholars lvaving 
the High School and attending Albert Col- 
lege. 

Presont- Dr, Tracy, chairman ; Messrs. 


W. Johnson, T’. Wills, W. C. Reid, J. H- 


Mills, H. Walker, G. Bennett, J. F. Wills, 
J. Martin, H. Pringle, I. Diamond, W. P. 
Hudson, W. Williamson and Rey. Canon 
Burke. 

The minutes of last meeting were read 
and confirmed. 

COMMUNICATIONS, ETO. 

From Miss Annie Boselly, requestirg 
balance due her of $22. 

From Mr. S. M, Mathews, cf Peterboro, 
asking to be appointed as a teacher upon 


the High School staff should an additional 
teacher be appointed. 
RSPOKTS. 

The Finance Committee recommended 
the payment of a number of accounts. 

The School Management Committee re- 
commended that Miss Imogene: Palen be 
engaged in the place of Miss Annie Bosel- 
ly, who resigned, and her salary to be 
fixed at $350 per year until August, 1899. 
That Mr. D. Barrager be permitted to 
teach teniporarily the fourth book to pup- 
ils who have been promoted by him and 
who 80 desire to be taught by him. 


The Printing and Supplies Committee 
recommended that the balance due to Mr. 
O. O. Leavens for coal be paid, but in fu- 
ture that all ccal be weighed upon the 
market scales. The ¢oal received was 
first-class in quality, but quantity could 
not ba entirely satisfactorily ascortained. 


The special Committee re High School 
vs. Albert College reported in substance 
as follows : 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE RE HIGH 
SCHOOLS. 


The Special Committee to deal with the 
matter of pupils leaving the High School 
and attending Albert College met in pur- 
suance of a resolution of the Board, and a 
circular was addressed to parties who, it 
was alleged, had complaints. The last 
clause or the circular read as follows: 


Should no reply to this be received from 
you we shall conclude that no objection to 
the teachers or staff of the High School 
exists on’ your part, 

The Committée met for organization on 
the 14th of December, 1898, and finally 
on January 4th, 1899. 


The Oommittee received 8 written ro- 
plies to the circular and there appeared 
before them Dr. Eakins and Mr. g Bur- 
rows, who made their statements orally. 


Four complained of discipline being too 
severe ; six complained of want of pro- 
gress of pupils ; three complained of harsh 
language, and Dr, Hakins took his boy out 
of school because of the engagement of 
Miss Palen. | 


The report of the Committee wa in sub- 
stance as follows : 


4S TO DISCIPLINE. 


That in some respect the discipline has 
been somewhat severe, and they would re- 
commend in this connection that an inter- 
mission of not less than five nor more than 
ten minutes be given in the forenoon and 
afternoon each day. That no pupil be 
sent to the assembly room unless for a 
serious offence, and that the Head Master 
report same to the Ohairman of Board. 
That monthly reports be printed at once 
and used in schools, 

BFFORT AT PROGRESS. 

The Committee are of opinion that the 
results of theJexaminations are a fair indica- 
tion of the progross made by the school 
avd by the pupils generally, and that the 


same compares favorably with other High 
Schools, 


4S TO HARSH LANGUAGE. 
(a) The Principal denies he ever used 
any to pupils. 
(b) That the language complained of ap- 


plied to teachers not now in the employ of 
the Board, 


(3) Your Committee, however, cannot too 
strongly express their disapproval of the 
use of harsh language by either the Hivh 
School or Public School teachers, and re- 
commend that the Committee of School 
Management deal at once with any case to 
which their attention may be called. 


The Committee recommend that on the 
engagement or re-engagement of any 
teacher hereafter in the High School that 
the head master be consulted, and that he 
shall from time “to time report to the 
Chairman of the High Schoot Committee 
as to the efficiency of the ataff. 

On motion the Board went into Com- 
mittee of the Whole on Reports, Mr. W. 
Williamson in the chair. 

The Finance Committee's Report was 
adopted without discussion, 

The School Management Committeo’s 
recommendation re Miss Palen‘s ongage- 
ment caused some discussion, 

Mr. Wm. Johnson thought Miss Palen 
was entitled to receive w larger remunera- 
tion than the Committee recommended. 
He moved that Miss Palen be paid $400 
per year, as she had a first class certificate. 

Mr, Walker said he would like to accede 
to Mr, Johnson's motion, but there were 
others tesching the samo grades who receiy- 
ed but $350, and it would be unfair to 
them. 

The motion was withdrawn after some 
further disoussion. 

The recpmmendation in reference to Mr 
Barrager teaching the fourth hook was 
concurred in after the Ohairman of the 
Board Aad stated the reason for allow ing 
Mr. Barrager to teach, The scholars 
wished to be taught by Mr. Barrager, and 
not td attend the High School for pooun 
iary reasons. 

The Printing and Supplies Committee 
report re coal purchased from Mr, ©, GO, 
Leavens was adopted. 

TheCentral and High School Committoeos 
report in reference to Mr, Moxam, the 
oaretakor was adopted. The caretaker 
was instructed to be moro careful in future 
in the discharge of hia dutics, 


The Special Oommittee’s report re High 
Sohoo] pupile leaving and attending Al 


NVESTIGATION 


bert Collego was taken up, and a majority 


of the recommendations were un suinously 
adopted In reference to the teachers 
making a monthly report a discussion 
onsued. 

Mr. J. F, Wills was not in favor a 
monthly report, but in his opinion report 
should be sent to parents fortnightly. Our 
High School was a good school, and we 
wanted the scurrilous reports stopped. He 
moved in amendment that a tortnightly 
report be made instead of munthly. 

Mr. Hy. Pringle did not think it neces- 
sary to make a fortnightly report. It was 
imposing a task upou the teacher which 
the facts did not warrant. He was in favor 
of the report being made monthly. 


Mr. H. Walker spoke in support cf the 
amendment. 

Rey, Canon Burko was in fayor of the 
report being made monthly as recommend- 
ed by the Committee. 

In auawer to an enquiry, Mr. Hi. F. Mil- 
burn, the Prircipal of tho High School, 
said the making of # fortnightly report 
would not entail much more work upon 
the teachers. : 

The amendment prevailed after some 
furthor discussion. 

The report's recommendation in reference 
to harsh language and discipline in the 
school brought forth the discussion of the 
evening. 

Mr. Wm. Johnaon, whilst giving credit 
to the Committee for the excellent report 
prepared, did not agree with it in reference 
to the clause referring to harsh language. 
In his opening rem rks he referred to the 
High School and stated that it was not do- 
ing as well as other High Schools. There was 
no uge denying this fact, becavae it was 
apparent that there were High Schools 
around us which were doing better work, 
and there was something wrong. The pup- 
ils went away because they were not mak- 
ing good progress, The fault was in the 
Management of the High School. The 
Committee had done its duty well. The 
discipline was severe, so the committee 
states, which had been’ proven. The Head 
Master had denied ho had used insulting 
language. But ho (the speaker) could pro- 
duce ex-pupils who had been insulted by 
the language used to them by the Head 
Master. Every influence had been brought 
to bear upen parents notto give evidence 
at the investigation. 


Mr. I. Diamond said Mr. Johnson should 
have appeared before the Committee and 
made the statements which he mide tc- 
night. The Jommittee would have con- 
sidered them and their findings would have 
been made accordingly. It severity had 
been used by the staff it waa owing to the 
pernicious statements which had been 
made upon the streets and other places. 
He was certain our High School would 
compare favorably with any cther High 
School. 


Mr. W. P. Hudson said the Committee 
had endeavered to do their duty to the 
staff and pupils, Mr, Johnson’s stute- 
ments were not based upon facts when he 
made them before the Committee. Tho 
Committee had recommended that dis- 
cipline be less severe in future. Our High 
School on the whole made as good a show- 
fog as any in the Proviute, with but one or 
two exceptions, and this he could prove by 
the Minister of Education. Mr. Burrows, 
whose children left the High School, in- 
stead of condeming the teachers condemns 
the parents in upholding their children. 
Dr. Eakins had no fault to find with the 
staff, hut took his children away because 
Miss Palen was engaged as a teacher, 
Many of the pupils had gone to Albert 
College to stucy certain subjects which the 
High School teachers had not time to 
attend to. They had a good staff of 
teachers, and turn out as good a peicontage 
of scholars as any High School in the Pro- 
vince, with perhaps one or two exceptions. 
The report in his opinion was an impartial 
and fair one, 


Mr, Thos Wills spove in tavor of the 
report. The head master should bo given 
% chance, and no doubt he would do better 
in the future. We had an eflicient staff 
of teachers and the school was not in such 
a condition as some would be led to be- 
lieve. He was opposed to harsh language 
being used. 


This concluded the discussion on the re- 
port and it was adopted with the amend- 
ment in reference to fortnightly reports 
being made. 


On motion the Committee rose and re- 
ported. The report was received and 
adopted 


Mr. Thos. Willa moved, seconded by I, 
Diamond, that a deputatation be appointed 
to wait upon the Minister of Education for 
the purpose of haying modern lanyuages 
taught orally in the Public Schools and not 
by books. The mover said the present 
system of teaching was a double one. The 
pupils should, in his opinion, be taught by 
the oar. The modern languages should be 
taught in the Public Schools,as the scholars 
when young would be more impressed with 
them. They should be taught French und 
German. This wasa move in tho right 
direction and one which would do credit to 
the city and the county. 


Mr. Johnson spoke of the curriculum of 
the Public School being now overloaded, 
and this would be an additional burden to 
the pupils. 

Mr. J. F. Wills thought some of the 
subjects on the curriculum were just a 
name and could be erased, and French and 
German taught orally. It was in his opin- 
ion a move in the right direction. 

Mr. Walker thought more time should 
be devoted to the discussion of this import- 
ant subject, and he would like to see the 
moticn stand as a notice until the next 
meeting. It wae an elaborate scheme. 
He was not so sure about having these 
languages taught, as they were only a few 
yoars ago, when a ory was raised in this 
country to haye but one language, and the 
proposed motion meant the introduction of 
two foreign languages. 


The matter was allowed to stand as a 
notice of motion. 
Mr. Johnson's notice of motion at last 


meeting in reference to reducing the num- 
ber of representatives upon the Board and 
having them elected by the votes of tho city, 
same asthe Aldermen, was allowed to stand.

KILLED BY A LION, 


How an English Eugineer Met His Death 
While on a Huvting Expedition 
in Africa. 


London, Jan. 12.—Despite tha great 
dangera connected with the building of 
the Uganda Kailway by the British in 
tho jungles of Africa, only ono fatality 
has thus far ocourred on the line now 
completed as far 13 Mombatu. News has

Harrison went out shooting, accom- 
panied by a friend and a native servant, 
Noar Kiklyn the party came across a 
lion and a lioness.

Harrison by this thine regained poases- 
sion of his rifle, and fired a second shot, 
This, unfortunatejy, did not kill the ani- 
mal, and 1t again sprang at the engineer, 
seizing him by tho already injured arm, 
Incerating it in a shocking manner. Help 
thon arrived, and the lion was killed, but 
Harrison died from shock and loss of 
Bicod.

That is 
what a London scientist, Dr, W. Kinnear, 
promises the human family if they will 
abstain from foods that have a tendency

The theory is based upon the fact that a 
child’s bones are soft and gelatinous, and 
that as it grows older the bones become 
hard and brittle. The heart, the lungs, 
the whole interior organism, gradually ab- 
sorbs the limes in food, and we become 
ossified and are easily cracked or frac- 
tured. -Uhis is a condition approaching 
old age. 

Therefore the thing to do tu order to be 
forever youthful is to eat only the diet 
that will not harden our bones and organs. 

Here will be found the proper food for 
those who wish to prolong their lives to 
three centuries: 

Eat an abundance of fruit. Raw, juicy 
apples are especially recommended. For 
other meals substitute fish, poultry, young 
mutton and yeal. They contain very lit- 
tle of tho dangerous salts. 

Eat moderately of everything. Drink 
dally two or three glasses of distillod wa- 
ter containing 10 or 15 drops of diluted 
phosphoric acid in each. ‘hia aold, says 
the doctor, is one of the most poworful 
influences known to science for shielding 
the system from old age, All drinking 
water used after middle life should be dis- 
tilled, 

Dr. Baraduo of Paris has inyeoted an 
instrument called tho ‘“‘biometer,”’ by 
which the yital force of a man can be rog- 
{stored. If the biomotor shows that he is 
failing in energy, the subject is shut up 
in a cell and given an intensified olectric 
bath, which restores him, and the waning 
forces ro-establish themeclyes as in youth, 

By eating only tho food prescribed in 
thie article asd occasionally resorting to 
the electric bath the age of man can bo 
greatly prolonged and his unoasified co- 
mains will only sucoumb tothe gradual 
wearing out that 1s bound to follow three 
centurlos of existence,

"Ob, how deliciously polite!"’ la a phrase 
wo hear overy day from the lips of foreign 
ladies When they enjoy the not unusual 
aight of two nativos, ragged beyond all do 
soription perhaps, Who stop o horse car in 
tho streot and keep it standing while each 
insista with elegant bows and flowing 
compliments that tho other precede him 
in going up the steps. 

‘*After you, sir,"’ 

“Not atall, Lam unworthy of sucha 
high honor.”’ 

“T dare not take precedonce, air,” 

“It is only what is due your superiority 
Walk up, please,’’ ' 
“Not for all tho world. You are en 

titled to that preference,”’ 

This goos on for sometime untill the car 
begins to move and both fling themselves 
ot once on the steps, smashing the corns 
of another man standing on the platform, 
an accident that gives rise to more effu 
sions of good breeding. 

“Oh, sir, how sorry I am to have trod 
on your foot! Lasincerely ontreat you to 
excuse my oversight.”’ 

‘Never mind,’’ says the victim, gritting 
his teeth and with tears in his eyes, ‘‘it is 
an honor to be trod on by you,”’ 

“Thanks for your kindness,’’ 

“Tam myself in duty bound to thank 
you.”’ 

In fact, dudes from over the sea or from 
across the Rio Grande may boast of their 
wealth and their Parisian made trousers, 
belles of other lands of their goldon tresses 
and charming personalitics, but no other 
nation equals tho stately dignity of Mexi- 
can courtesy. 

If it is a great luxury to be taught how 
to bow and what todo under all circum- 
stances by a gentleman who knows these 
things because he belongs to the European 
aristooracy and has behind him a line of 
ancestors who behaved as well as they 
could in such matters, it is surprising to 
observe in a whole nation, even in the 
humblest of classes, courtesy not produced 
by artificial means, but gradually and re- 
finedly practiced as a special endowment 
of nature. 

/ Persons in other countries are rarely 
treated to such scenes as thoso we have 
attempted to desoribe, and to many they 
might appear exaggerated, but let those 
that doubt come and judge for themselves. 





I will cite a fow authentic experiences 


in illustration of tho subject: 

An American young lady was once talk- 
ing with an old Mexican gentleman, and 
she laughingly said something about hav- 
ing some literary work to do. : 

It was good to see the old fellow’s im- 
pressive manner and alr of perfect sincer- 
ity as he exclaimed: ‘‘Work! Miss, such 
lips as yours should neyer mention work. 
You should bo a queen and wear pearls as 
beautiful as those incased in your lovely 
mouth.” 

Another young woman was overheard 
to say in English to her mother in the 
theater: 

‘‘Look at that Mexican girl. Do you 
like her? I think her nose is too long and 
her features are too sharp.”’ : 

Whereupon the Mexican girl said in her 
most endearing tone in broken English: 

‘*Miss, as God bestowed on you all the 
attributes of perfect beauty, very little 
was left forme. Belieye me, you are the 
sweotest creature I eyer laid my eyes on, 
and I never get tired of looking at your 
charming faco,”’ 

A young man who happened to be acci- 
dentally struck in one of his eyes by 4 
pretty 16-year-old damsel with her parasol 
said appealingly while the blood flowed 
from the wound: 

“Lovely one, be not cruel, secing that 
cruelty and beauty cannot dwell together !”’ 

Nowhere will the stranger find more 
genuine civility and kindness than among 
the Mexicans. 

Their houses, their families, their horses, 
their flowers, their time, even their lives, 
are placed, figuratively at least, ‘‘at your 
disposition.’”’ 

“A los ples de V., senora’’ (My lady, I 
om at your feet) is the prescribed form of 
salutation from a gentleman who meets a 
lady; where, if two gentlemen meet, they 
address one another as follows: ‘‘Besoa 
V. la mano” (I kiss your hand). 

The same applies to written correspond- 
ence. A note froin a gentleman to a lady 
ends in this wise: ‘Soy de V., senora, 
atento servidor, Q. SS. PP. B."". Tho in- 
itlals are for ‘‘que sus pies besa,’’ and the 
whole phrase stands for, ‘‘Lam, my lady, 
your attentive servant, who kisses your 
feet,” 

If a gentleman is addressed in writing, 
only his hands are kissed, not his feet, 

These formulas are followed not only by 
the richer but by all classes. As to the 
poorest, their courtesy toward one another 
is widely different froin the gruff, boorish 
intercourse of the plebelans of other na- 
tions. 

The poor of Mexico cannot frame a sen- 
tence without employing one or more 
terms of endearment. 

‘*Como estas, mi alma?’’ (How are you, 
my soul?) ‘The words they address each 
other speak of the gentle consideration for 
the feelings of their neighbors, which 
characterizes the race and emanates from 
spontaneous courtesy. 

A Mexican gentleman will never permit 
a lady to descend the stairs unaccoimpa- 
nied, He takes her softly by the hand or 
offers his arm to assist her in going down 
the steps, and only takes leave of her at 
the street door, when he does not insist on 
leaving the lady at her own hoine. 

Love is more the business of life in Mex- 
{oo than in northern climes, perhaps be- 
cause other peopleshaye more diversion 
than we have. ‘Lhe ladylove is ardently 
styled ‘‘the very eyes of mo,’’ but that 
does not prevent the Mexican beau, when 
stung by jealodsy, from denouncing loye 
as treacherous, @ 

‘Since thero is no help, I bow before 
you, kiss your feet and depart,"’ is the be- 
coming way in which the unrequited lover 
takes leaye of the girl that has given/him 
the cold shoulder, f 

All hope is over, love is stretched upon 
his bier, but theo Mexican whom a beauty 
despises, although naturally angered at 
the slight, pretends to feel more keenly 
than anything elso the annoyance ho has 
given her with his unremitting attentions, 
“Excuse mo, fair lady, for haying put you 
to the trouble of repolling the audacious 
revelation of the feeling you have uwak- 
ened in my bosom.’’ Such is tho mild 
form in which hu gives vent to his rage 
and despair.—Two Republics, Clty of 
Mexioo,

The Americans, however, produced data 
tonding to show that tho manufacture of 
lumber in Canada is much cheaper than 
in the United States and that their prox- 
imity to the New England market and 
tho importan’ concessions granted thom 
by the Canadian roads, placed the north- 
western and southern product of the Uni- 
ted States at a very great disadvantage, 
and consequently their demand is wholly 
untenable. It seems probable, however, 
that the American lumbermen rather 
than that the pending treaty betwoen the 
two countries should completely fail, will 
consent toa concession of 20 per cent 
from the present $2 rate, which would 
make the rate $1.60 a thousand fest, but 
under no circumstances, it is said, would 
they consent to any furthor reduotion. 

‘he conference caine to an end during 
the afternoon, with no further results 
than, as one of the Americans said, ‘‘to 
have had an uxchange of views and per- 
sonal experience socially.” 

It is evident that the Canadians are 
not a little disappointed at the outcome 
of the conference, though they assert they 
did not come here for the purpose of 
endeavoring to have tho tariff removed. 
Their real object, ‘Shey declare, was to 
show that the actual cost of producing 
lumber js from $2 to $3 per thousand feet 
greater in Canada than in tho States of 
Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin, They 
do not regard the comparisona made yas- 
terday as fair ones, and think that the 
Americans did not make that thorough 
enquiry into the cost whioh the import- 
ance of the subject demands, preferring 
to cite isolated cases rather than have a 
general average arrived at, which would 
bear out the contention they make, and 
give suflicient ground for a reduction of. 
the duty on imported products.

HIRAM WALKER DEAD. 


The Founder of Walkerville, Ont., Passes 
Away in Detroit—A Man of Very 
i Large Business Enterprisos. 


Walkerville, Jan. 13. — Mr. Hirgm 
Walker,.the founder of this town, and of 
the Hiram Walker & Sons distillery, and 
one of the greatest business men in Can- 
ada, died at his residence in Detroit yes- 
terday morning. Mr. Walker retired from 
business several months ago, and had 
been gradually failing, He had been un- 
conscious since the day before, and died 
at 7 o’olock in the morning. 

Mr. Walker was born on Independence 
Day, July 4, 1816, and was therefore in 
his 84th year, As head of yarious enter- 
prises, his connection in Essex anid Kent 
Counties was greater than that of any 
other man. This town is virtually owned 
by his firm,-which, from owning a small 
distillery, haye come to own railroads, 
steaniboat Jines and a large number of 
other almost equally large factories. They 
hold several thousand acres in and about 
Walkerville, where they grow tobacco, 
hops, cranberries and other crops ob the 
very largest scale. The Lake Erle & 
Detroit River Railway, running between 
here and Ridgetown, and the Erle & 
Huron between Rondeau and Sarnia, are 
owned by them, and only the other day 
the company leased the car ferry running: 
from Port Dover to Conneaut, O. ‘The 
offices here are no doubt the finest be- 
longing to a business concern 1n all Can- 
ada. Mr. Walker, while his business 
interests wero on this side, bas lived: in 
Detroit for a long time, where he had a 
palatial residence. He had a magnificent 
steam yacht, with which he traversed the 
inland waters. 

Flags are still at half-mast to-day in 
the town and arrangements are now in 
progress for the funeral, which takes 
place in Detroit on Saturday afternoon.

A RUSSIAN-AFGHAN ALLIANCE. 





Treaty Said to Have Beon Signed 
Couple of Weeks Ago. 


London, Jan. 14.—The Paris corra- 
spondent of The Morning Post says: 
“According to news from St. Petersburg. 
from a source usually trustworthy, a 
treaty of alliance between Russia and 
Afghanistan was signed on Jan. 8, de- 
spite the strenuous opposition of Great 
Britain, whose representatives, it is 
alleged, offered the Ameer money and 
troops, with a view of inducing him to 
enter upon hosfilities against Russia,

ONE HOPEFUL MAN. 


Montreal Herald Correspondent Thinks 
the High Commissioners Will

It is seldom that if a colony is in proper 
condition there is any danger of robbing. 

A colony may be yery weak, but if it 
possess a laying queen and brood it will 
protect a large surplus of honey. 

If bees havo protection in some manner 
during the winter, no one need be afraid 
to let them winter on fall honey. 

Italian bees adhere to the comb in a 
very quiet condition. It is a rare thing to 
find an Italian queen off tho comb. 

Food given at this time should be ot 
good quality. Granulated sugar makes 
one of the best that can be supplied, 

So far as can be done, bees should be 
crowded up in small quarters, so as to 
economize their natural heat during the 
winter. 

A cellar intended for wintering bees 
should not be used for anything else and 
caro should be taken to seo that it is per- 
feotly dry. 

All empty sections and even those par- 
tially filled should be removed before 
severe winter sets in. There is no advan- 
tage in leaving them in. 

Combs of all descriptionsshould remain 
unmeclested during cold weather. They 
are at that time very brittle and will not 
stand rough usege.— Exchange.

Each hive should bave a good bottom 
board, planed smooth and painted. 

Tarred paper mukes a good lining for 
the bottoms, to prevent mice from enter- 
ing. 

Protection of the bees in winter pays 
woll in the saying of honey alone, even if 
the bees live through the winter in unpro- 
tected hives. 

If it is necessary to remoye bees any 
considerable distance at this time, it 
should be dove before severe winter 
weather sets in. 

A queon introduced In tho fall will pro- 
duce an entire new stock of bees of her 
own progeny by the tline the honey season 
opens M the spring. 

It is not best to confine bees on comb or 
pollen during the winter. If tho winter 
is sevoro, 1b has the effect of producing 
dysentery in its worst form. 

Tho best plan of kooping section boxes 
that are to be used ugain ts to crate then 
up in the same manter as used in the 
hive when in the process of storing honey,

ore flying, and it js better to keep bees 
confined to the hives whon the ground ly

duties do not call thom to the actual work

Before the advent of steam in our naval 
vesselé*nearly every officer was trained to 
take his place in the battery, and every 
man had this training. With the growth 
of the machinery department of the vessel 
a larger and larger percentage of the’ 
ship’s crew, together with a considerable 
percentage of the officers, were specially 
employed for the propulsion of the vessel. 
This has at last’ reached a point where, in 
some Of our ships, the engineers’. force 
forms nearly 50 per cent of the crew, and 
the officers whose duty lies entirely with 
the machinery form at least 80 per cent of 
the total number-of officers—Commodore

The Force of Gelatin. p 

The immense force exerted by gelatin 
in its contraction is remarked upon by The 
British Journal of Photography, this fact 
being specially notable in the collotypist’s 
art. Thus, if a collotype plate be over- 
dried, the power of the gelatin, in its 
contraction, is so great that it tears away 
the surface of the glass itself, breaking it 
up in peculiar fernlike fashion or pattern 
—in a word, the surface of the collotype 
plate being always ground itis this which 
gives so firma hold to the gelatin that 
the glass is torn away. A curious fact ap- 
pears in this connection—namely, that 
different characters of golatin produce a 
different pattern fracture, a brittle kind 
of the material exhibiting a different one 
from that yielded by tho tough and horny 
variety, This property bas'been taken pd- 
yantage of commercially, and on a consid- 
erable scale, in the manufacture of what 
is commonly known as “crystalline” glass.

NEW STAMPED ENVELOPES. 





Governmont Turning Out Very Creditablo 
Ones at $2.20 Per Hundred. 


Ottawa, Jan. 16.—A very oreditable 
piece of work is the new 2c stamped 
envelope being turned out by the Govern- 
mont Printing Bureau. The first few 
hundred were printed in purple, but, In 
deference to a general agreement among 
the nations belonging to tho Postal 
Union, the issue is now being struck off 
in red. The stamped envelope is sntirely 
the prodyot of the Bureau, being manu- 
faotured there througboué and embossed 
ou a printing press which Suporintendent 
McMahon has had specially constructed 
for the purpose. Both aa to stock and 
workmanship it compares favorably, he 
it said to the oredit of the Bureau, with 
the best auality of stamped envelopes 
supplied in any part of the world, and, 
as the 20 stamped envelopes aie sold at 
$2.20 per hundred, or at the postoffices at 
the rate of five for 1lo, itis likely they 
will come into very general use.

The Remains of the Late Dr. Youker 
Laid Away. 

That the late Dr. Youker was univers- 
ally esteemed was evidenced yesterday by 
the large concourse of friends who gather- 
ed on Sunday afternoon at the family 
homestead in Thurlow to pay thé last tri- 
bute of respect.

Sore Affliction of Former Students of 
the D. & D. Institution. 


Oanadian Mute: On Sunday, Dec. 18, 
1898, the lay-reader of the deaf of Los 
Angeles visited the home of Mr. and Mrs, 
Ward, both deaf-mutes, on 49th sf., this 
city, and found them bowed down with 
silent grief, and their cgre-worn faces 
bathed in tears as they bent over the crib 
of their dying child, a bright and intelli- 
gent four-year old-boy, wha, while at play, 
almost severed his tongue in the middle by 
getting it between his teeth and strikiag 
his head ayainst something when jumping. 
The wound not being properly attended to, 
typhcid and fever brain set in till there 
was no hope of recovery. ‘The child lay 
unconscious in his crib, and father and 
mother, full of unspeakable sorrow, were 
bending over their child, as if struggling 
with the anyel of death for the possession 
of the loved one. The scone was pathetic 
in the extreme. Nothing could be done 
but to condole with them and urge them to 
resigo themselves to the will of Him who 
does all things well.—Los Angeles Philo-

London, Jan. 17.--Tho Dally Mail 
prints the following despatch from 
Odessa: 


' “While journeying north from Livadia, 
Imperor Nicholas, during a break for 
luncheon at Toolabh (capital of the goy-

“Then a conversation commenced, the 
Czar asking bis guest for an opinion upon 
tho Imperial proposal for the limitation 
of armaments. Count Yolstoi replied that 

he could only believe in it when His 

Mujesty should set the example to other 

nations, 
“On the Czar mentioning the difficul- 

, ties of the problem and the necessity for 
the united aid of the great powers, the 
Count softened somewhat anid expressed 

; the bope that His Majesty would be able 
to attain some definite results or, at any 
rate, to formulate some workable plan at 
the conference. Tho Czar, thanking him 
for his good wishes, said he would be 
pleased if ‘Tolstoi oould be induoed to 
lonj his, genius to the solution of the 
question, and the Count rejoined that 
the Emperor might count upon his oa- 
operation, for he was already engaged 
upon a work dealing with the question 
in point, which would soon see the 
light.’’

RITGHIE ON REGIPROGITY.

With a View to Bringing About a Clos- 
or Unity of the Anglo-Saxon Fam- 
ily the Americans Should Open 
Their Doors to Canadian Products.

Jompany and the Anglo-American Iron 
Company, both of which have large inter 
ests in this County, sends THe INTELLIGEN- 
opk a copy of a letter written by him to 
the Washington Post, which we givein full, 
without committiog ourselves to an endor- 
sation of all he advocates, though there is 
much in it to commend itself to Canada : 

Klitor Post ; Will you permit an Ameri- 
can citizen who, for the last seventeen 
years has been pretty well acquainted with 
Canada and Canadians, and who during 
this same period has been somewhat famil- 
iar with the trade relations existing be- 
tweon that country and our own, as well 
as with the several efforts to better these 
relations by treaties, reciproval legislation 
and otherwise, to say & word upon the- 
policy controlling the American membora 
of the present Joint High Commission, 
now engaged in an effort to form a treaty 
which shall dispose of and settle all mat- 
ters of friction between the two countries 
as well as to increase trade and commerce 
between them ? 

In all our efforts to better our trade 
relations with Canada we are continually 
proclaiming the great importance to Cana- 
da of obtaining a market with 75,000,000 
of people, and the small importance to the 
Onited States of obtaining a market of only 
5,000,000 or 6,000,000 of people. 

Nothiug can be more misleading than 
this statement without explanation. 


During the last forty-eight years Canada 
has bought from us more than four hundred 
millions more than we have bought from 
her. During the year 1898 Canada import- 
ed from us $86,487,434, and of this amount 
$78,263,504 was for consumption, while 
her total exports to us were only 
$59,760,984 or a balance of almost 
$40,000,000 in our favor with our trade 
with that country in a single year. 
Contrary to general belief, even in agri- 
cu tural products, we sell to Canada much 
more than we buy from her. In the mat- 
ter of lumber, ab.ut which there is so 
much contention, Canada’s export to the 
United States from 1895 to 1898, inclusive, 
has averaged 650,000,000 of feet per annum, 
or about 9 per cent of the white pine cut 
annually ia Michigan, Wisconsin and Min- 
ncsota, and about 2 per ceht of the ameunt 
produced in the United States. The talk 
of this small import affecting the price of 
lumber in the United States is most absurd. 
It costs more to produce lumber in Canada 
than it does in the United States, and the 
quality is much inferior. Our southern 
pine commands the market for all purposes 
for which it can be used, Canada purchas- 
ed $300,000 worth of yellow pine from the 
Southern States in 1897, and, in addition 
to this, she imported in the same year 
forest products from the United States 
(principally lumber from Minnesota and 
Wisconsin) to the amount of $3,520,000, 
and all of this she imported free. 


Canada builds a part of her own railway 
cars, and she imports iron from Alabama 
and pine from Georgia to use in their con- 
struction. ‘The disparity of numbers be- 
tween Oanada and the United States in the 
face of these facts cuts but a small figure. 
Suppose only one man purchased all that 
we sell to Canada, would her market be of 
any less importance to us. On the con- 
trary, it would be eyen more important. 
The average of Canada’s climate is much 
colder than the average of our own ; owing 
to a narrower range of climatic conditions 
the products of her soil are less varied than 
our own. She cannot produce agricultural 
products cheaper than we can. If she 
could she would undersell us in the com 
mon market of the world. She cannot 
produce manufactured articles cheaper 
than we can, for she has no coal between 
Nova Scotia and British Columbia, with 
the exception of the lignite deposits of her 
Northwest Territory, She must buy her 
coal from the United States. Her manu 
factures must therefore be charged with a 
greater percentage for shelter, clothing, 
food, ane fuel than the manufactures of 
the United States are. With free trade 
between Canada and the United States 
every vestige of Canada’s manufactures 
would be wiped out, save on some articles 
of which she might possess a monopoly of 
supply, and they are very few. 

If every article which we import 
from Canada were placed upon the free list 
of the American tariff we would still sell to 
that country more than we buy from her, 
and not a single American industry would 
be injured. 


The fact is, we do not need any tariff or 
any protection upon anything which we 
import from or buy from Oanada. The 
tariff which we do impose is nothing more 
nor Jess than a fine which Canada has to 
pay for the privilege of doing business 
with us. 


Any treaty with Canada must be nego- 
tiated through the mother country, Hng- 
land. In this Joint High Commission we 
therefore have the representative of Eng- 
land, the representatives of Oanada, and 
the representatives of the United Scates, 
England comes to us with a record of very 
many hundreds of millions more purchased 
from us than she bas sold to us, and with 
an open door to her markets for almost 
everything we have Lo sell to hor, Canada 
comes to us with her five or six millions of 
poople and a record since 1850 of more 
than four hundred miilions purchased from 
us than she has sold to us, and with an 
existing tariff of about half of all she pue- 
chases from ue upon the free list and the 
dutiable half much lower than our own 
tariff. 

Both Canada and England are largely 
increasing tho discrepancy between the 
amounts they buy from us and the amounts 
they sell to us. 


But Englaid comes to us, and in this 
caso brings her daughter with her, with 
far more to her cred‘t than mere trade 
balances in our favor. 

We have just hada war with Spain, a 
war ian which woe have wrested from her 
nearly her whole colonial and island pos 
sessions aud ten millio s of her subjects. 
In this war we did not have a friend in any

bad taste for us to meddle with or in any 
way dictate about the matter, but it is a 
fact that Canada’s trade has not increased 
with the mother country by reason of this 
discriminating duty and our trade with 
Canada has not been decreased by it. 

It is said that there is no sentiment in 
commerce, This ishardly true. England 
lost an empire in the West by undertaking 
to collect an increased tax upon tea and 
she gained an empire in the East by refus- 
ing to pay an increased tax upon pepper. 
From such small incidents are empires 
gained and lost. Ido not believe in the 
Jer,nanent success of such economic beat- 
itudes as will insure the opening of the 
doors of all the ports in the world to the 
people of every other country in the world, 
but I do believe that fair and honest deal- 
ing among nations is as essential as it is 
among individuals, 

The moral support of Great Britain, the 
feeling in Europe that her great navy 
would, if necessary, Support our own nayy, 
tho making of coal contraband of war, the 
union of efforts of the Anglo-Saxon race 
were a8 important elements in the success 
of our war of one hundred and fourteen 
days with Spuin as were the fleets of 
Dewey, Sampson, and Schley and the 
armies of Merritt, Miles and Shafter. 

With the advocates in our own Congress 
of expansion and imperialism, these facts 
should be a weighty consideration. very 
one of these expansionists well knows that 
not one of the Philippine Islands could be 
ours if England had said ‘‘ no ;” that Porto 
Rico could not have been ours if England 
had said ‘‘no ;’ that Cuba could not be 
governed by us if England had said ** no.” 

Whether the acquisition of these islands 
is good for us is not in point. The only 
question in point here is or was our suc- 
cess or failure in a war with Spain. 


Here, then, are the conditions upon 
which the representatives of England, 
Oanada and the United States meet in 
council to amicably settle matters of dis- 
ute and friction between Canada and the 
nited States and to better the trade rela- 
tions and increase the trade between the 
two ccuntries. 


We go into this convention the bene- 
ficiaries of enormous trade balances in our 
favor with both countries—balances that 
have extended over many years ; balances 
that are yearly largely increasing. 


We go into this convention fresh froma 
great military and nayal achievement, to 
the success of which the moral support of 
Great Britain greatly contributed and made 
certain. These are the conditions under 
which we sit down with the representatives 
of England and Canada to frame a treaty 
with, or rather for, Canada, 


In the presence of such conditions, what 
a humiliating spectacle it is for us to see, 
or rather to read, of the cheeseparing and 
jack-kaife trading policy insisted upon and 
persisted in on the part of the representa- 
tives of the United States, taking every 
opportunity to concede nothing. Such 
narrow exacting on our part savors strong- 
ly of ingratitude and will do little*'to ce- 
ment together that Anglo-Saxon unity pro- 
posed by England and professedly fondly 
accepted by us, 


It would be a fitting opportunity for us to 
acknowledge the good-will and the good 
oftices of England in our late war by saying 
to the representative of England, ** You 
are now seek’ng to negotiate, on behalf of 
Canada, a treaty with the United States. 
Canada is a country small in numbers, but 
she is a part of the British empire. For 
many. years she has had a large trade bal- 
ance with us, and one which4s yearly in- 
creasing, and now amounts to more than 
$400,000,000, With a view of acknowledg- 
ing the eminent services of both Britain 
and Canada during our late war, and with 
a view of giving a material as weil asa 
sentimental phase to a closer unity of the 
Anglo-Saxon family, as well as to eneour- 
age that fatrness of trade between nations 
which would be regarded as just and proper 
between individuals— we willin this treaty 
open our ports to the free admission of any 
Canadian product, growth or manufacture, 
in which form as she sees fit to send to us, 
and we desire to buy, until such time as 
the dutics on such imports would, under 
the prevailing tariffs, amount to as much 
as the present balance in our favor is with 
Oanada, or in other words, we would ad- 
mit $400,000,009 worth of goods now duti- 
able from Osnada free.” 


Such an act might lack precedent, and 
be called a now departure, but it would be 
an honorable departurs. It would be just 
such an honorable adjustment as is often 
made between individuals, one of whom 
has received large favors from the other. 
It would be the right and proper thing to 
do. Let us have the courage to do right 
without a precedent. 


It will not hurt us to let the five or six 
millions of Canadians catch up with ns and 
atart off even together. No American 
industry will suffer by it. The dispensing 
of the revenue on such portion of this four 
hun.red millions of imports as may be 
dutiable extended oyer the number of 
years in which these imports are made, 
will not be felt by us. Let us acknowledge 
this trade balance under the present con- 
ditions, and for the purpose of furthering 
the ends in view, as a debt—a debt to be 
paid in this way—and we will do much to 
cement that friendship and that union of 
effort which is so much desired by the 
great majority of Englishmen, by the great 
majority of Canadians, and by the great 
majority of Americans.

Will Follow His Political Leader 
Into Retirement 


He Will Melp Liberals—Fully Conoutes 


With Sir William Vernon Haroourt’s 


Reasous—Prevailing Spiritof Jingotem 


and Imperialism Denounced as Entire 
ly Opposed to Dootrives of Gludatone 


—Mr. Morley Takes a Gloomy View. 


London, Jan, 18.—The Right Hon. 
Jobn Morloy, Liberal member of Parlia- 
mont tor Montrose-Burghs, addressing 
his constituonts Inst evening at Brechin, 
said ho entirely conourred with tho rea- 
sons which led Sir William Vernon Har- 
oourt to resign the leadership of the Lib- 
oral party in the House of Commons. It 
was bis own Intention, he declared, to 
retire from active and responsible parbtiol- 
pation In the formal counsola of the 
hoada of tho Liberal party, although his 
sealoua and eagor co-operation could al 
ways bo counted upon for tho advance 
ment of every Liberal cause. 

Mr, Morley proceeded to oritioize the 
“prevailing spirit of jingoism and im- 
porlalism,’’ He denouunoced it as ‘ontire- 
ly opposed to all the lessons of Mr. Glad- 
stone—lossons to which ho would fool 
binieolf untrue were he to allow bimaelf 
to drift in aoqulésconce with h course of 
policy which he believed injurious to our 
material prosperity, to the national ohar- 
acter and to the strength and safety of 
the Imperial State."’ 

Ile frankly admitted that he took a 
pessimistic view of the diffioulties threat- 
ening throughout the world, ‘'I think,’’ 
he exclaimed, ‘‘wo are nearer the be- 
ginning of them than the end."’ It was 
his firm conylotion that ‘the prevailing 
spirit of imporlalism must inevitably 
bring militarism, a gigantic daily grow- 
ing oxpenditure, Increased power to 
aristocrats and privileged classes, and

INGE BOOMING 
NOW DESERED 


New York Sun Gives a History 
of a North Hastings 
Town. 


A Marvellous Story Which is Partially 
True--How Bridgewater Blossom- 
ed Into a Town of 5,000 and Then 
Dwindled Into a Mere Hamlet--The 





Thirst for Gold Drew Thousands 
Thither Only to Meet with Disap- 
pointment. 


New York Sun 
sail J. W. Wheatley, a civil engineer of 


“Up in Ontario,” 


Montreal, *‘ there is a deserted town called 


Bridgewater, which is built entirely of 


marble, About twenty-five years ago a 
farmer's wife was searching in the woods 
for a pig that had strayed from the family 
poo. Ina particularly dense part of tho 
woods sho found a spring of crystal water. 
Boing thirsty, she stooped over to drink. 
As sho did so she slipped on a round stone 
which rolled from under her foot and fell 
into the water. Attracted by the peculiar 
color of the stone, she fished it out and 
took it home, It was found to be a twenty- 
pound nugget of almost pure gold. 

“Bridgewater at that tine was about 
forty miles from the nearest railroad, and 
the site of the town was a howling wilder- 
ness. But such was the effect of the acci- 
dental discovery of gold that within six 
months the wilderness had blossomed into 
a bustling, substantial city of 5,009 inhabi- 
tants and more a-coming. They came from 
eyery quarter. There were old Forty 
niners from the Pacific slope, amateurs 
from England and the United States, pros 
pectors from every field. Shafts and tun- 
nels were driven by hundreds, 

‘Tn sinking a shaft one mile south of the 
town, on the claim of B. Flint, a life Sen- 
ator of Canada, a vein of white marble was 
found. At the suggestion of Senator 
Flint, who wanted little or nothing for the 
material, the town of Bridgewater was 
built solidly of marble. It has even to 
this day a court house, school, church, 
hotel, stores and private dwellings con- 
structed wholly of white marble. One 
mile north of the town are an abandoned 
grist mill and an axe factory whose found 
ations are built of marble. 


**While the town was booming the en- 
tire country adjacent was prospected. 
Some of the shafts and tunnels Maca were 
more than 100 feet in depth, but, remark- 
able as it may seem, there was never suf- 
ficient gold found by the prospectors col- 
lectively to pay the cost of a single mine in 
the district. Still, the earlier disappoint- 
ments only increased the virulency of the 
gold fever, which laid hold of the farmers 
around Bridgewater with a particularly 
cenacious grasp. In fact, so excited did 
they become that many of them actually 
employed armed guards to prevent tres- 
passers from picking up the loose gold 
which they imagined existed on their places 
in vast quantities. 

“The place where the original nugget 
was found byjthe woman in{quesb of the pig 
was christened Aladdin’s Cave, and land 
in its vicinity sold for fabulous prices. One 
farmer whose farm adjoined the cave sold 
five acres to an English syndicate for $100,- 
000 cash. The syndicate spent another 
$100,000 in developing the claim, but 
neyer obtained a single ounce of free gold. 
In all it mined about 100 tons of quartz. 
In return the syndicate received a bill for 
about $376 smelting charges over and 
above the value of the gold in the quartz. 
It was the last shipment of quartz, for the 
cost of hauling, shipping and smelting was 
in the neighborhood of $150 a ton more 
than the rock produced. 


** One old Irishman at Bridgewater, Pat- 
rick Kehough by name, received an offer 
of $125,000 cash for his farm, which con- 
sisted of 100 acres of rock-piled, barren 
land. He promptly retysed the offer, 
holding out for $150,000, which he never 
got. To-day one could buy the property 
fer almost spything over $1 an acre. 


‘Within e couple of years it became 
patent to all that mining in Bridgewater 
would never pay. So silently, one by one, 
the prospectors stole away from their mar- 
ble residences, to be followed shortly by 
the owners of the marble stores, leaving 
the once thrifty town to settle down to a 
lonely, weed-choked and futureless des- 
uetude,”

They 
are adept os manufacturers and as 
acoountante, mariners and railroad opor- 
atives. They aro quiet, most temperate, 
and have shown great ability in military 
affairs. 

“With firmness, accompanied by diplo- 
maoy and taot, I think 16 is the simplest 
matter possible to bring them under our 
control, 

“T saw Aguinaldo on Oot. 97, threo 
days before leaving Manila. Ho said bis 
poople were about equally divided, one- 
half fayoring absolute independence, the 
other half fayoring an Amerioan proteo- 
torate. 

‘©A confidential friend of Aguinaldo, 
Ruen Camino, joined the conference at 
this point, and after talking a while 
with Aguinaldo, expressed very strongly 
bis opinion that the two could move 
their people to the acceptance of a proteo- 
torate. 

“Aguinaldo and Ruen Camino added 
expressions of pleasure at my visit, as 
they folt they had been neglected, and 
rather given the cold shoulder by the 
Americans since the day after the fall of 
Manila, when they were assuyed of our 
friendship,"’ 

Speaking of the existing conditions of 
affairs at Iloilo, Gen. Whittier said: ‘‘The 
whole matter ja greatly exaggerated and 
I think could have been oasily averted, I 
bave seen the statement that the atrength 
of the native army is 100,000 men. I 
groatly doubt if they have 8,000, as in 
the early part of Ootober merchants in 
Manila having business connections with 
Dloilo said to me that the natives were 
likely to oovupy the place any day, that 
the Spanish had less than 800 men there, 
and were prepared to evacuate. 

‘‘Any moyement after the treaty could 
have been averted, I think, by an arrange- 
ment with Aguinaldo, as I have already 
suggested, 

“Thore is the greatest necessity for a 
man of affaira and business methods, 
combined with willtary ability, to be ap-

Since the death of Mr. Robert Grass she 
has resided with her adopted daughter, 
Mrs. Sarles of Frankford. Being a Ketche- 
son she was related to hunereds of persons 
in this County and elsewhere, all of whom 
knew her as and called her ** Aunt Gatray.” 
She was possessed of those sterling quali- 
ties of heart and head which characterized 
-hor father, mother, brothers and sisters, 
and therefore was universally esteemed. 
All her life she was a member of the Meth- 
odist Church, and her death was in keep- 
ing with her life. At peace with God and 
man, 
“Fond Nature ceased its strife” 

on last Sunday morning, and she went to 
join numerous loved ones beyond. 


She was buried in the family burying 
ground near the old homestead in the 5th 
concession of Sidney on Tuesday last. The 
funeral was an unusually large one, rela- 
tives and friends from near and far being 
present to express their love for one who 
had endeared herself to hosts during her 
long, useful, godly life. The funeral 
services were conducted by her pastor, the 
Rey, J. W. Wilkinson, of Frankford, who 
was assisted by the Rey. O. W. Demill. 


Mrs. Grass was always known as ‘‘the 
girl who was lostin the woods.” As the 
story of her miraculous escape from death 
has not been published for many years, we 
reproduce it from ‘Playter's History of 
Methodism.” To three generations she has 
told the wondrous tale, and its republication 
will give her numerous descendants and

ings” meant over three-quarters of a cen- 
tury ago: 

Colonel Wm. Ketcheson and hls wife 
Nancy, of Sidney,—to whom I am indebt- 
ed for some of the information of the early 
times,—had a family of fifteen children, 
nine sons and six daughters. The fourth 
daughter, Gatrey, not six years of age, in 
going from Wm. Irving’s house to her 
sister's (the wife of Duncan Irving, of the 
4th concession of Sidney,) abvut three 
o'clock on Saturday, Oct. 9th, 1820, was 
lost. A piece of woods was between the 
two houses. Her mother had a_presenti- 
ment that some evil had befallen the child ; 
but her own house was six or seven miles 
distant. Darkness was approaching ; in- 
quiry was made for the child, and it was 
found that she had lost the path, and had 
strayed into the woods. Immediately the 
two families began to search and call, but 
no answer. It was soon dark, and worse 
still, a storm of hail and rain commenced. 
Duncan Irving and his wife had gone so 
far into the woods, that in the pitch dark- 
ness they could not find their way back, 
and were in the dreary woods, as well as 
the child, the whole night. On Sunday 
morning an alarm was given, and about 
twenty persons gathered, who searched the 
woods all day, without finding the child, 
On Monday the search was renewed. A 
great number of people dispersed all over 
the adjoining woods, from the 4th to the 
5th concession road. But no sign of the 
child could be geen, although she heard 
the cries and firing of the guns. The alarm 
went over all the surrounding couutry, and 
the people, numbering between two and 
three hundred, gathered together on Tues- 
day, plunging into all parts of the low 
lands and marshy places, crying out, firing 
guns, and looking in every hole and behind 
every hill and tree, but withouc succes:, 
On Wednesday and Thursday the search 
went on, but no sign of the poor child was 
discovered. On Friday, when the search. 
ers returned, they came to the determina- 
tion to give notice to every neighborhood 
to come out on the Sunday, for a final 
search for the body, for no one supposed 
the child was living.’ So on Sunday, the 
sympathizing people from all parts gather- 
ed, to the number, it was supposed, of 500. 
They divided off into parties, 80 as to en- 
compass the woody country around, and 
to miss no place where the body could 
possibly be. The last search was almost 
over, and the people were about returning 
from the woods to go to their homer, when, 
wonderful to relate ! the poor little child, 
at three o'clock in the afternoon, was 
found alive. Instantly, guns were fired to 
announce the joyful news by the party 
around the child ; the parties nearest hear- 
ing fired their guns to give the news to the

in reply, and thus the whole woods was 
turned ina moment from the depths of 
sorrow and despair into the greatest satis- 
faction and joy, attended by mutual con- 
gratulations and the martial crack of guns, 
And when the multitude gathered together, 
and heard that the child was alive, aston- 
ishment was added to the joy. The glad 
news was carried to the anxious parents, 
and soon after the child, wasted to a 
skeleton, was brought to the house, and 
given into the arms of her mother. To 
describe the anxiety of the parents, during 
these nine days, would be needless; and 
to show their present joy would be diffi- 
cult. They had trusted and called upon 
the Lord in their trouble, and now deliver- 
ance was sent, 


After the first days, little hope was en 
tertained of the child living, owing te 
heavy rains, and two nights of very hard 
frost. The eight nights were all cold, and 
two were rainy ; and there was but one 
warm day out of the whole. The child 
was lightly clad, with merely a cap on her 
head, and barefooted. She wandered 
about by day, eating winter green and 
hborries, but drank nothing until found. 
She beard the cocks crow in the nearest 
b.rns, and the horns blow calling to meals ; 
and one day saw the house of her uncle, 
Thomas Ketcheson, but, supposing Indians 
lived there she drew back into. the woods 
for fear. She said that once a bird drop- 
ped an acorn into her lap, but she did not 
eat it, as she thought it Lelonged to the 
young birds. When night came on, she 
slept by some tree or stump, in a hollow 
log or under oak staves, which remained 
where men had worked, Her feet were 
very cold ; but she said that some grey 
animal came on Wednesday night, and 
Jay upon her feet. She was glad of the 
warmth, but was afraid to move, lest the 
animal should kill her, On Sunday after- 
noon she gave herself up to die,said a verse 
or two of a hymn and her prayer,. when a 
man came in sight and her deliverance 
came. She was found at the foot of the 
rising ground near the sixth concession 
line, and not two miles from the place she 
started. With care she gradually recover- 
ed strength, but, for some time, was afraid 
of the darkness, and when night came 
would crouch up in a corner. As showing 
the Proviience of God, and His care over 
those who put their trust in Him, the 
narrative may be here preserved. 

Colonel Wim, Ketcheson, the father of 
Mrs. Grass, died on the 30th of June, 
1874. Of him Tue InTEvLicENceR of the 
2nd of June, 1874, said ; 


Osituary. It is with deep regret that 
we announce the death of Colonel Wm, 
Ketcheson, of Sidney, which sad event 
took place at his residence on the 30th 
June. Few men were better known or 
more highly respected, From boyhood, he 
has taken an active part in public life, 
During the troubles of 1812 and 1813, he 
was foremost in organizing and maintain- 
ing the Militia, and took his share in the 
vicissitudes of a citizen soldier's life. He 
has passed away at the ripe old age of 95 
years, leaving behind hima larger number 
of descendants than most men. From 
authentic sources we learn that Mr. Ketch- 
eson has had 15 children, 85 grandchild- 
ren, 189 great-grandchildren, and 6 great- 
great grandchildren, making « total of 245. 
Of this number 42 have died, leaving 203 
living descendants. By his death this 
County has lost one of its oldest inhabit- 
ants, and the country one of its most loyal 
sons.

TAGGART MURDER CASE. 


Medieal Man Testifies That the Prisoner 
Is Insane and Suffering From Delu- 
sienal Iusamity— Me Heard Voices. 


Toronto, Jan. 19.—The Crown's case 
in the Taggart murder trial was very 
muoh weakened yesterday by the evi- 
dence of Dr. Nslson Beomer of the Mim- 
foo Asylum. He was one of four medioal 
men instructed by the County Crown 
Attorney's Department to. make a joint 
report as to the prisoner's sanity, ‘The 
report turned out to be in direct opposi- 
tioneto the Crown's contention that Tag- 
gars was responsible for his actions im 
comiuitting the deed. 

Dr. Beomer Testifies, 

Juat as Judge Falconbridge remarked 
to counsel that argument would be heard 
en the medioal report, Dr, Beomer, one 
of tho Crown's medical witnesses, entered 
the court room, 

Mr. Riddell quickly called out ‘Dr.

IS TAGGART INSANE? 


A Question of Life or Death Which the 
Judge Says the Jury Must 
Decide. 


Toronto, Jan, 20.—'The interest center- 
ing around the Taggart murder trial is 
increasing daily as the trial progresses, 
Yesterday Judge Falconbridge ordered 
that the gallery be opened to relieve the 
overcrowding in the lower court room. 
The gallery was crowded ali day and two 
constables were placed there to keep the 
visitora quiet. 

The Medical Evidence. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Beemer, 
the Crown’s medical witness, called by 
the defence, was lengthy, but little new 
Was adduced. 

Dr. Wilson told of bis examination of 
the prisoner. Taggart said a voice told 
bim to kill his wife. The prisoner went 
on and told of his family troubles and 
how he had killed his wife and the rea- 
son. Taggart claimed that he was not 
crazy, but the witness was confident of 
the prisoner's insanity. 

Conditions of Insanity. 

Dr, Jobn Ferguson followed on behalf 
of the defence. He gave a long story of 
the conditions which point to a man’s 
inganity. Ee reviewed hia examination 
of the prisoner and came to the conclu- 
sion that ‘'agaart was insane, 

Mr. Kerr objected to such evidence on 
the ground that the jury is to say 
whether or not the prisoner ts insane. 
The court overruled the objection and 
the judge remarked: ‘Ihe jury 1s to 
take no one's opinion, If the evidence 
tended all one way I would nat take the 
case from the jury; it \s for the jury to 
say.’’ It was the general opinion that the 
oase would be taken from the jury, but 
the judge's remarka yesterday set the 
matter at rest. Tho trial will be con- 
tinued this morning.

THE GENTLE ART OF POISONING. 


It Became .a Positive Mania In the 
Seventeenth, Century- 

The art of polsoning, if wo are to be- 
lieve an eminent authority, must be reck- 
oned among the lost arts. Itis not Lecause 
We are less coarse than our ancestors, and 
carry our refinement even into our Cfimes-: 
we are less unscrupulous or orue! than 
our forefathers were. Though the t xicol- 
ogy of the ancients was necessarily {ncom- 
plete, there is every reason to belleve that 
antiquity was acquainted with the use of 
arsenic, opium, henbane and prussis aold. 
The oldest poison in use was probably an 
importation of serpent venom. ‘Theophras- 
tus speaks of » poison made from aconite, 
with rapid or slow effects jn accordance 
With the operator's wishes. During the 
empire, the removal of inconvenient peo- 
plo by means of poison had become so 
conmon that the emperors had a number 
of men in thelr seryico whose duty it was 
to taste all dishes put upon the imperial 
table, and no dinner was partaken of 
without one of the court physiolans being 
present. 

One of the most notorious poisoners of 
the day was Locusta, the murderess of 
Claudins and Britannicus, About the 
year 831 B. C. large numbers of women 
belonging to the higher classes of Roman 
society were indicted for poisoning their 
husbands (a modern instance of the epl- 
demic ocourred of late years in Hungary). 
One hundred and seventy were convicted 
and condemned, ‘The sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries were the halcyon days 
of poisoning. ‘There is no doubt that La 
Spara and the if possible still more 
wretched hag La Toffana were as bad as 
you make them. The latter is said to 
have caused the death of over 600 persons. 
She used a preparation of arsenio which 
sho sold under the name of ‘‘acqua Tof- 
fana.'’ It was a slow poison, the victim 
growing daily weaker and gradually dying 
from physical exhaustion. In France the 
most notorious female poisoners were 
Mine. de Brinyilliers, who was taught the 
secret of the ‘succession powder’’. by 
Salnte Croix, which she successfully ad- 
ministered to her father and brothers, and 
the still more notorious Layoisin and Layi- 
goreux, who, being ostensibly midwives, 
carried their poisons’ to high and low— 
married couples anxious to hasten the dis- 
solution of the irksome tie, or needy heirs 
wishful to accelerate the departure of rich 
relatives. A yeritable mania for poisoning 
appears to haye set in toward the middle 
of the seventeenth century. , ; 

In England poisoning was dedlared by 
an act passed in the reign of Henry VIII 
to be high treason, and those guilty of it 
were to be boiled alive. The most notori- 
ous case (the poisoning of James I by 
Buckingham is only a surmise) of poison- 
ing was that of Sir Thomas Oyerbury, in 
the year 1618. He had incurred the dis- 
pleasure of Lord Rochester and his wife, 
and they had both yowed to be revenged 
on him. So after they had got him coin- 
mitted to the Tower they set themselves 
to poison his food by mixing arsenic and 
cantharides with it. For many months, 
though suffering intensely, he appears to 
have lingered on. At Jast a stronger dose 
than usual put an end to his miserable 
existence. The guilty couple, to the 
king's everlasting disgrace, were released 
after flye yoars’ imprisonment.—Cbhurch 
Gazette.

Washington, Jan, 20,—It was stated at 
the Departmont of State yesterday that 
devpatches had been received from United 
States Consul Osborne at Apia, but aa 
to thelr nature the officials bad nothing 
to say beyond that they went to confirm, 
the news dospatches printed in the morn- 
ing. Admiral Kautz, the commander of 
the Pacific station, ia now on board his 
flagship, the Philadelphia, and it was 
Stated at the Navy Department that be 
would accompany that ship to Samoa, 

Ambassadors in Conference. 

Washington, Jan, 20.—The immediate 
effect of the publication in the morning 
papors of the news from Samoa wyas to’ 
bring to the State Dvpartment Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British ambassa- 
dor, and Baron yon Sternberg, the secre- 
tary of the German embassy. Under the 
strict rules laid down for the government 
of diplomatic intercourse, neither Secre-— 
tary Hay nor the two diplomatia repre- 
sentatives would say anything whatever 
as to the nature of the conversation that 
took place between thom. The deepest 
zoncern 1s felt by all three parties to the 
agreement over the outlook, ‘he com- 
mon belief is that ths German representa- 
tivessin Samoa, in acting in thearbitrary 
mannor they did, completely  excesded 
their instructions from thelr Government. 
It is quite certain that they exceeded the 
authority with which they were clothed 
by ths treaty of Berlin, and it is exptct- 
ed that the German Government will 
unkesitatingly condemn their ‘actions aa 
soon as it shall nave bocome officially 
advised as to what haa actually happened. 
The authorities feel that the greatest 
element of danger lies in the possibility 
of trowblo before Rafael and Hose can be 
restrained by Goyernment adylces, A 


Germans Show Fight, 

Berlin, Jan. ~20.—The news from 
Samoa has been received with foreboding. 
The Lokal Anzieger says: ‘All this, 
doubtless, signifies an appreciable quar- 
rel, and, with tho unoeremoniougness 
which the Americans baye affeoted lately. 
toward us, it may easily take a serious 
turh. The Samoan oo-dominion has 
always involved a lurking danger.’’ 

The Vossische Zeitung says: “The 
situation will become eyen graver when 
the Amorioan warship arrives at Apia. 
It js said that the Washington Depart- 
ment of State has instructed the United 
States condul-general there not to trust 
the German consul.

A New Food Which the British War 
_  . Office Is Now Investigating. 


London, Jan. 21.—A retired officer of 
the Royal Artillery js reported to have 
invented a new food which is thought to 
offer inestimable advantages for purposes 
of milftary and naval sustenance, ‘he 
new food bas been subjected to the 
feverest tests, and it is declared by ox- 
perts that i¢ has succeeded in the very 
point wheroin all othee condensed foods 
haye failed—the preservation of the flavor, 
as woll as the food qualities, of the 
original articles. Eggs, meat, fish and 
vegetables baye all been successfully 
trented. Fifty-thres pounds of this food, 
ocoupying one cupic foot of space, is 
equal to the carcases of 1314 sheep. 

Thus a 6,000-ton vessel could carry the 
equivalént of 824,000,000 pounds of meat, 
or rations enough for the whole popula- 
tion of the British Isles for eight days.

The premises wero soon covered with 
flying embers, and escaping stoam hid 
the view. When the steam bad cleared 
away, & horrible sight was presonted, 
The boiler room was a coinpleto wreck 
Evoy’s body was found some yards from 
where he bad been standing a few min- 
utes bofore, but it was unrecognizable, 
His boots had beon blown off his feet, 
and ‘his body had been fearfully battered. 
His clothing had been nearly all torn off. 
Lying ovor beside the icohouse building 
was the prostrate form of Frank Catro, 
who was also terribly out and bruised, 
Hs was still allye. Over near the stable, 

about ten yards away, Jay Richard 
McGuigan, who was moaning pitifully, 
and orying, ‘‘For God's sake Baye mio!” 
The head of the boiler had struck him 
while standing on bis sleigh. Another 
man, George Kingston, was found lying 
under a pile of boards, with a big gash 
in bis head, Hoe was not badly injured, 
and assisted in caring for thuse so badly 
burt, 

In the meantime orowds of residents 
began to arrive, and physicians were 
sent for. Doctors O, B, Fraser and J. W. 
Rowan were soon on the spot. In the 
meautime the police ambulance arrived, 
and P.O, Geddes, after bandaging up the 
wounds, removed the three men to the 
General Hospital for atteption, 

Lvoy Died Soon. : 

In the case of poor Evoy, he lived only 
a few minutes after reaching the hospi 
tal. He did not regain consolousness 
before death, Ihe other two—Cairo and 
McGuigan—are resting easily, but the 
pbysicians think the former's injuries are 
such that he cannot recover, He is sem|\- 
conscious, aad his scalds and wounds are 
terrible. McGuigan will Jikely pull 
through. 

‘he cause of the explosion will likely 
always remain a mystery, as the dead 
engineer waa the only man who attended 
to tha boiler. There is some discrepancy 
as to tho power of steam carried on the 
bojler; some say 30 pounds, others more. 
The boiler was carried 100 yards froin its 
foundations. The terrific force may be 
seen when large posts were broken by the 
boiler in its filght.. The engine was also 

earried away by the explosion. One wheel 
was found a half-mile from shore on the 
ice.

A Loss to Preston. 


Preston, Ont., Jan. 21.—Preston lost 
one of her leading medicAl men and 
most progressive citizens yesterday by the 
death of Dr. W. B. Duck, which occurred 
after a short fllness that deyeloped into 
pneumcnia. ‘The deceased was in his 
42nd year, and was born in Morpsth, 
Kent ‘County, and received his early 
education at the Public Sohool of Mor- 
peth, Dundas Collegiate Institute and the 
Normal School, Yoronto, ani then took 
his medical course at ‘Trinity College, 
Toronto, graduating in 1879. He received 
the M B. degree with honors, He was 
alao a fellow of I'sinity Medical Colloga, 
taking the only certificate of honor grant- 
ed by Trinity School for 1879, and also 
the degree of M.D. from Trinity Uni- 
versity. In 1886 he took a post-graduate 
course in Europe, visiting the hospitals 
of London; Paris, Edinburgh, Dublin, 
Marseilles and Lyons, France He com- 
menced practising in Preston immedi- 
ately after graduating. 

The deceased was president of the 
Liboral-Conseryative Club of Preston, 
and was one of the pillara of the party 
in South Waterloo. He was also chair- 
man of the Preston School Board, and 
took an active interest in athletic sports.

A “STATUTORY ALIEN,” 


The question is often asked whether & 
person who was born & British subject, 
went to the United States and remained 








there a number of years, and while there 
became a naturalized American citizen, 
and has now returned to Canada and owns 
property here can yote at municipal 
or Parliamentary elections ? This question 
was asked of the Mail and Empire,and was 
answered in that  journal’s legal 


column, as follows :— 


A Bricish Bupiect who has become 
naturalized in the United States and 
has transformed himself into an Ameri- 
can citizen cannot by merely returning 
to Canada, and residing here again, re- 
sume his British oitixenship: He is 
what iscalled In our Naturalization Act 
a ‘“‘statutory alien,” and a statutory 
alien is in the same position as any 
other alien. He must become naturaliz- 
ed in to enable him to vote at any 
election. Sections 5, 9 and 20 of our 
Naturalization Act, R.SC., chap. 113, 
provide the machinery or procedure b 
which re-naturalization can be affected. 
“Onoe a British subject, always a Brit- 
ish subject,” ceased to be a maxim or 
doctrine of British constitutional law 
on the 4th of July, 1883.

Vilipinos Are Augry.

“The purchase by the Amerioan 
authorities at Hongkong of a number of 
steain launches for river work in the 
Philippines is high-handed, unnecessary 
and yexatious. 

“QYomiolliary visits throughout Manila 
aro exasperating the Filipinos. Thsir 
susploions are aroused by such actions. 
Thousands of reinforcements is incom- 
patible with peace, and the appointmont 
of a commission is only a pretext to gain 
time. ‘he Amerioan seoret police is act- 
ing offensively toward the Filipinos at 
Hongkong, who are British subjects. © 

‘The Filipino Congress at Malolos bas 
unanimously yetood annexation.”’ 


Some Serious Incidents. 


London, Jan, 35,—The Filipino Junta 
bere yesterday received a cable message 
from Agonoillo, Aguinaldo's represen ta- 
tive at Washington, declaring that the 
prospects were improving, though the 
work was difficult. The absence of direct 
news from Manila and tho receipt of 
secret intelligence frem Washington is 
causing the gravest anxiety among the 
Filipinos here. ‘he arrests of Filipinos 
by Major-General Otis and the news that 
pumbers of Filipinos have fled, are re- 
garded as most serious ooourrencos. It is 
pointed out by the Filipinos that ‘this is 
exactly what happened in 1896, under 
General Blanco, when the Filipinos, on 
the following day, attacked the Spaniards 
and the reyolution broke out.” 

The members of the Filipino Junta in 
the city say they are so anxious to avort 
war that they cabled to Manila yestor- 
day, urging the Filipinos ‘‘nof to start 
hostilities, if there is the remotest possi- 
bitty of avoiding trouble,’’ 


They Suspect Duplicity. 


Manila, Jan. 20, via Hongkong, Jan. 
25,—The Independenola to-day issued 
supplément containing a despatch pur- 
porting to come from Malolos, the seat 
of rebel government. It comments upon 
the appointment of the commission, and 
gays: ‘The Filipinos naturally suspeot 
this is a new attempt to humbug, Both 
Dewey and Spencer Pratt promised us 
judependence if the Filipino Republic 
was stable. Tho Filipinos are diaillusion- 
ed. ‘They belleve the commission js a 
ruse to gain time till they have acoumu- 
Jated formidable forces, when America, 
abusing her atrength, will begin a war 
to ratify her sovercignty.”’ 

Reports from tho Interior indicate tha 
Aguinaldo'’s authority is now gonerally 
recognized, Every available male is being 
recruited, and arms depots are being 
established at largo towns. The surround- 
ing country ia being levied on for sup- 
plies, and tha Filipino troops are living 
on the fat of the land, while the native 
villugers are compelled to subsist on rice, 

It ix estimated that there are fully 80,- 
030 Filipinos under arms, and it is said 
that there aro nearly 50 Maxim guns at 
Malolos, some of them having been ro- 
oontly ucquired. 

The Filipino military authorities are 
copyinced, they any, that the Americans 
will be unable to work effectively outside 
of Manila in the event of hostilities, 
hence they feel confidence in the . futuro. 
Many of the Filipino ollicers complain of 
alloged discourteous treatment apon the 
part of Americans at Manila,

FURIOUS FIGHTING IN BOLIVIA,

Lima, Peru, Jan. 25.—Acoording to

OSCAR OF SWEDEN, 


od sinoe the last serious illness in Decem- 
ber, further participation in public affairs 
would prove fatal. 

King Oscar's condition has been made 
worse by the rebellious spirit which bis 
Norwegian subjects haye exhibited of 
late, For years His Majesty has tried to 
pacify Norway, and bas acceded to most 
of the demands of the Liberal party, 
which are regarded as unpatriotic and 
unreasonable by the Swedes. 

Most bitter to the King was the action 
of the Norwegian Storthing before the 
close of last year in adopting a Norwe- 
gian flag without the union emblvum, 
though His Majesty had refused to the 
Jast to sign the law. 

The regime of King Osoar has been 
characterized by a spirit of peace and 
kindness. His subjects love to refer to 
bim as one of nature’s noblemen, a 
Swede to the core, intensely patriotic 
and ambitious to ameliorate the oondi- 
tion of the poorer olasses within his 
domain, 

Crown Prince Gustaf, who bas assumed 
the government, is in many rospects the 
very antithesis of his illustrious father. 
He is a man with an. iron will, and tt is 
believed that what, on account of innate 
goodness, King Oscar could not accom- 
plish, namely, the quelling of the eedi- 
tious spirit in Norway, Prince Gustaf 
will acoomplish by foroe, if necessary. 

Crown Prine Gustaf was born in June, 
1858. His wife is the Princess Victoria of 
Baden, a lady of remarkable lingulistie 
accomplishments, and a leader in aj) 
charitabls moyementa. 

King Oscar has already left Stockholm 
and will spend the balance of the winter 
im Saltoja, Baten.

London, Jan. 25.—An official oircular 
has been issued containing the report 
of the West Indian commission from 
Jamaica to Colonial Secretary Chambor- 
lain, I$ estimates that the deficit at the 
end of Maroh will be £172,000. The 
commission regards the situation as ex- 
tremely critical, and expesses the opinion 
that unless the revenue is greatly in:

Peaceful Solution Expected, 


London, Jan, 25.—In well-informed 
quarters a representative of the Assoot- 
ated Pross was informed yesterday that a 
peaceful solution of the Newfoundland 
question between France and Great Bri- 
tain is oxpested very shortly. It means 
compensation to the Frenoh fishermen, 
and the surrender of their rights under 
the treaty of Utrecht. 

A svulution simultaneously of the 
French shore question and the matter of 
the occupation of St. Pierre Miquelon is 
hoped for, The officials here regard those 
islands as being little better than a big 
Amuggling centre, detrimental alike to 
Newfoundland, Canada and the United 
States, and will insist upon the re-estab- 
lishment there of the conditions contem- 
plated when they were ceded to France.

TOLSTOI’S FATE. 


May Be Expelled Because the Czar Is 
Displeased With Count’s Son Bring- 
ing Doukhobors to Canada. 








St. Petersburg, Jan, 26.—The report of 
the expulsion of Count ‘Tolsto) in the 
near future will not down, despite the 
extremely cordial meeting which the 
great Russian idealist had with the Czar 
recently. 

The report is founded principally on 
the fact that the Count has made a host 
of enemies by the aid he has given to the 
emigrating Woukbobors, or Russian 
Quakers, who are founding seétiements 
in the Canadian Northwest. 

The Czar is highly displeased at the 
action of Count Volstoi’s eldest son, who 
is making preparations to accompany a 
large number of emigrants to Canada, 
where he will help them to acquire 
homes, after which he will return under 
the parental roof, 

'’be Doukhobors say they receive in- 
spiration directly from heayen, without 
vacredotal or Biblical intervention. They 
disregard the priesthood and the saocra- 
ments, rejact the doctrine of the ‘Trinity 
and refuse to take the oath or to enlist 
in mibltary service. 

This sect dates from the days of Peter 
tho Great, when small communities were 
started all oyer the Russian Empire. 
They suffered great persecution under 
Katharine II, and Paul I. Alexander I. 
tolerated them, confining them, however, 
to the Province of ‘Vaurien. In 1891 they 
wore removed to the district of Anbalka- 
laki, in Trans-Caucasia. They are indus: 
trious, und are excellent farmers and 
cattle raisers, 


the Earthquakes in Greece. 


Athens, Jan. 25,—The seismic disturb- 
ances which began on Sunday iv the 
provinces of Peloponnesus still continue, 
but are much lighter. The latest reports 
from the earthquake district show that 
the town of Nisi, in tho Departmsnt of 
Messenia, seven miles west of Kalamata, 
has been greatly damaged. In tho Proy- 
ince of Kyparissia tive villages have been 
completely destroyed.

English Firm Got £5,300 and Then 
Failed to Deliver Goods, 
London, Jan, 26—In the Queen's 


Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice yosterday the trial began of the 
suit of the United States against Pelley 
Bros,, ship brokers, for the recovery of 
£5 800 paid them on April 21, 1898, on 
two 600-top oolllers, by Lieutenant Sins, 
then acting naval attache of the United 
States ombassy here, Lieut, Sima testi- 
fled that the ship brokers signod a con- 
tract, at midnight on April 21, to deliver 
the colliers for £5,300, He added that 
the contract stipulated that they were to 
be delivered as soon as possiblo, and sald 
the ship brokers promised yerbally that 
one of them was to be ready to sall in 2 
hours and the other in 48 houys, The 
HNeutenant gave the brokers a cheque for 
£5,800 at midnight, but thoy failed to 
deliver the ships before the neutrality 
proclamation of April 26, and claimed 
thoy were unable to got the colliers ready 
In that time. Continuing, Lieut. Sims 
said the cheque beat the records in going 
through the clearing house, us She brokers 
secured the money at noon on the mor- 
row, intimating that they cashed the 
cheque expecting war, and that they did 
not intend to deliver the colliers Sims 
further testifisd that the colliera were to 
haye joined the United States floet at 
Koy Woas, 

Expert shipmen testified that the 
collera could have been ready to sajl in 
the promised time. The defence, to-day, 
will be that the brokers were unable to 
fi¢ out the abips before war was deolared.

Injeet Poison Into a Number ef Wemen 
and Young Childrep,. 


London, Jan, 26.—The Vienna ocorre- 
spondent of The Morning Leader says: 

“Tt has been discovered shat the phyai- 
clans in the free hospitals of Vienna 
systematically experiment upon their 
patients, especially new-born children, 
women who are enciente and persons 
who ave dying. In one case a doctor in- 
jected the bacilli of an infectious disease 
from a decomposing corpse into 85 women 
and threo new-born ohildren. In another 
case a youth who was on the high road 
fo recovery was inoculated and died 
within 24 hours. Many dying patients 
have been tortured with poisonous germs 
and many mon have been inoculated with 
contagious diseases.

“There are two ourrens 
the causes of orime, tho firat being that 
heredity is the great f{netor, that the 
tondency ia inhoront, and that tho indi- 
vidual note Indepondently of kia environ 
nent, the second, that the environment, 
social institutions, and the character of 
the law and government determine the 
nature and extent of crime and who shall 
cominit i¢ If the former thoory is accept- 
ail, the tendenoy wonld be for both sexes 
to inherit equelly, and. crime would bo 
neither depardert npon nor peoullar to 
sex If the latter view is accoptod it will 
be evident thut the environment does not 
Operato equally tpon the two sexes, as 
both are not subjected in a similar mun- 
nor and to the emo degree to sociologio 
conditions and inftuences. The Italian 
school of criminal sociologists ‘support 
the former view and the French school 
tho latter; but tho tendency is to consider 
crime as the product of both inherent 
and soclologic causes, both sexes equally 
inheriting the tondenoy, but the expres- 
sion, form and extent belng modified by 
reason of \ts remaining latent in woman, 
while in man it ja developed by his more 
variod nature and more complex externel 
relations. 

“Women are physically Incapable of 
corpmitting anany of the crimes with 
which men are charged, owing to infcrior 
physial strength, and they resort to sub- 
tle rathsr than to violent methods. In 
homicide this is shown by the use of pol- 
fons by womon, rather than the resort to 
physiou] means. In burglaries, assaults, 
and other crimes requiring much 
strength, women are instigators rather 
than committers. Statistics substantiate 
the belief that physical. strength is an 
importunt element, for in Italy, where 
the percentage of crime against the per- 
s0n js so large, women contribute only 
nine per cent of the total, while in Kng- 
lund, where the crimes are largely against 
property, their proportion rises to 18 per 
cent. Wheres woman has equalled man in 
her capacity for conceiving and strength 
for executing crime, and where there has 
been a deficiency in the maternal instinot, 
6be has even exgeeded him in the violence 
and cruolty of its commission, ; 

‘‘Woman’s incentives to mavy crimes 
Wiffer from those of man, being due to 
emotional causes—love, hate, revonge, 
vanity, etc , rather than to those arising 
from economic, social and political condl- 
tions, and this is because wornan's emo- 
tional nature has been developed toa 
greater extent. The former would pro- 
duoe a greater number of petty crimes 
and acts injurious to an individual rather 
than to the community directly. The 
gravity of an offence does not necessarily 
argue a lower moral standard, for the 
nature and quality of the aot are equally 
importané. 

“Women show a greater persistency in 
crime. when once they have become orim- 
inal, this being partially due to the 
greater social ostracism of a degraded 
woman, but also to her lesser resistance 
to evil, when not proteoted by the safe- 
guards man bas thrown about her. Love 
{n woman isa frequent cause of crime, 
and operates to produce the same orimes 
as passion in men, but, as it leads her to

WAS IT A METEORITE? 


Strange Phenomenon Occurs 
at Rednersville. 


A Tremendous Noise And A Large Mass 
of Ice Hurled out of the Water. 


A correspondent at Rednersyille writes: 

A strango pllenomenon occured here on 
Saturday night. During that timo tke people 
in the eastern suburbs were kept awake by 
horrible sounds, which resembled tho 
whining of a thousand dogs mingled with a 
heayy boom of cannon About midnight 
the disturbance reached its climax and a 


terrific explosion was heard, The earth 
was slightly shaken and many people down 
there thought their hour had come. When 
the morning dawned, it wasfound that a 
large piece of ico near Anderson's landing 
had been thrown completely out of the 
water, beside this thero was about half an 
acré of finely pulverized ice.

He 
thought it would be economy to purchase 
such machinery. 

Mr. Denyes was not in favor of the pur- 
chasing of road machinery at present. Our 
roads were not suffering, but were in 
a good condition. Ina few years when 
gravel becomes scarce, the County might 
then see the advisability of buying machin- 
ory. ° 

Dr. Faulkner believed this Council was 
progressive, but hedid not think it ad- 
visable to purchase any road machinery at 
present. He thought that it would be in 
the interest of the Oouncil for the Clerk 
to communicate with municipalities. using 
this machinery and ascertain the working 
of them. 


Mr. McFarlane said this question was to 
be faced sooner or later. Gravel was 
becoming scarce, some of it now being not 
much better than mud, 
ery our roads would be constructed with 
permanency. Our culverts should be con- 
structed so as to carry heavy machinery. 
Although he was strongly ia favor of the 
scheme, we might wait for a short time, 


Zhe Warden was in favor of securing 
this machinery, but perhaps the finances 
of the County were such that the expendi- 
ture could not be made at present. The 
time was not far distant when we must do 
something in this diréction. He believed 
in moving slowly in réference to our finan- 
ces, but as our gravel was becoming scarce, 
something would haye to be done in 
regard to it. 


Mr. Holgate said the fact was that the 
County was out of debt, All admit that 
we will haye to purchase some machinery 
sooner or later. Now was the time to 
proceed. Money could be sayed by the 
purchasing of these machines. 

Mr. Clare was not in favor of purchasing 
this machinery at present. 


Mr. Holgate’s metion, that in the 
opinion of the Council the machinery 
should be purchased, prevailed, seven yot- 
ing for it, 

Mr. Mallory called the attention of the 
Supt. of Roads and Bridges, to the des- 


troying of noxious weeds on the County 
roads. 


The Clork said there was no question 
that the County officials must keep the 
County road free of noxious weeds. 


On motion the Committee rose and re- 
ported. The report was received. On motion 
to adopt it the yeas and nays were called in 
reference to the purchasing of road ma- 
chinery, which resulted as follows :

Holgate, that $100 be granted to assist in 
opening a road from Stirling to Tuftaville, 
on town line between Sidney and Rawdon. 


After some discussion the motion was 
withdrawn.

Weare not con- 
scious of the frequency with which we make 
vows toGod, Often wedoso when we do 
noc speak hisname. All our good resolu- 
tions are yows to him, and, if unfulfilled, 
will come up before us in eternity, 

Vows are made by us when we come into 
temporal prosperity, in times of spiritual 
prosperity, In times of revival, in times 
of adversity, on the anniversary of our 
birth, at the beginning of the year, in com- 
memoration of an important event in our 
history, in fact our whole lifeis filled with 
promises which have not been kept. Ao- 
cording to the text we are to pay our vows, 
pay them promptly, pay them in kind and 
pay them in amount, 


Mr. Mclotyre then laid before the con- 
gregation the state of affairs of St. James 
Church, Ever since 1814 St. James has 
been in the City of Montreal a centre from 
which radiates an influence which has told 
for God in the lives of thousands living in 
sin in that vast city. Its influences has al- 
ways been for good, not only has it teen a 
place for the preaching of the gospel, but 
every good agency,the object of which is to 
improve the temporal and spiritual copdi- 
tion of nian, has been employed, It has also 
been the parting point of Methodism in 
Montreal, every Methodist church in that 
city, and there are many, has becn helped, 
Only 15 or 20 years ago, one of the strongest 
of the minor congregations of the city was 
still receiving heip from St. James. 


Montreal needs allits good influences for 
itis a terrible city in a moral sense. We 
might talk of the darkness of China and 
Japan, but in our own country was a city 
steeped in darkness of another kind, The 
speaker had spent a year there, and in no 
city in America, certainly not in Canada, 
was the Sabbath outraged, and in no city 
was sin so rampant and so difficult to we- 
strain and control. ‘The only thing which 
could remedy this state of affairs was the 
gospelas preached in St. James and the 
other Protestant churches, 


‘St. James has gotten into difficul.ies, In 
the first place she lost her constituency. 
The commerce of the city expanded and 
round about the old church on St. James 
st, great wholesale warehouses sprang up. 
The people who formerly lived in that part 
the city, moved off to the west and north 
and united with other Methodist congrega- 
tions, St, James congregation dec!ded to 
moye and built on St. Catherine st., but the 
people had become attached to their uew- 
affiliations and did not return to her, Then 
she lost heavily by death. Many of her 
best men died, wealthy many of them, men 
who thought nothing of giving thousands, 
Something similar had occurred in Bridge 
st. Church. Of those who were members of 
the Church three years ago, when the pre- 
sent pastor came, many are gone, whole 
families in some cases. We feel the loss, 
and in a greater measure, St. James has 
suffered. 


When they moved they received an offer 
of $300,000 for the old building, but even 
the shrewd business men who composed the 
Trustee board make mistakes and they held 
out for more, A great collapse in the yalue 
of properties occured and they finally could 
not get an offer of $250,000. Then they 
decided to turn it into the present Temple 
buildings, flvit up with offices for banks, 
Insurance companies and professional men, 
They expected the income would not 
merely enable them to support the 
new church, but also to help Methodism 
and Protestantism in Montreal and through- 
out Canada. But again failure came, dir- 
cumstances which they could aot foresee 
combined to disappoint them. A great 
building boom struck that part of the city 
and several insurance companies started to 
put up great buildings in close proximity 
to the Temple, a strike delayed the altera- 
tion of the Temple, the other buildings were 
finished first ; when the Temple building 
was finally completed there were no tenants 
to occupy it and if has never even paid ex- 
penses, 

The debt on the Temple and new St, 
James is $620,000, seoured by a blanket 
mortgage. It is proposed, inorder to place 
the congregation on a sound financial basis, 
to raise $100,000 in the Olty of Montreal 
$50,000 in the Montreal Conference anc 
$100,000 in the other Conferences, making a 
total of $250,000, There is a prospect of 
selling the Temple for $250,000, and the con- 
gregation believe they can run thelrohurch, 
pay their pastor, contribute to the connex- 


for the plant, which would be considerably 
enlarged from that at firet proposed, owing 
to Mr. Abbott's works being amalgamated 
with his, All they desired was a site 
where they would haye suflicient room. 
The most desirable place was the grounds 


known as the cricket field, a short distance 
east of the first site proposed. They de- 
sired to have a plaze conyenient to a rail- 
way and also a water front, 

In answer to a question, Mr. Mitchell 
said that it would be very desirable to have 
Wharf st. opened up to the cricket field. 


Ald Hanley said the course we should 
ursue was clear. He was pleased that 
essrs. Mitchell and Abbott were present. 
He thought that everything possible should 
be done to assist these gentlemen in pro- 
curing adesirable site, especially as the 
works were to be considerably larger than 
at first contemplated. He moved that the 
amount vofed by last year's Council for the 
purpose of a site for the rolling mills be 
granted to Messrs, Mitchell & Abbott, for 
the purpose of purchasing a site suitable for 
their plant. 
Ald. Hungerford said he would take 
much pleasure in seconding che motion, 


Mr. Henry Pringle, in ans wer to an en- 
quiry, stated that Col, Ponton had inform- 
ed him that in his offer to the city giving 
an option on the cricket field south of 
Wharf st. he would include sufficient 
land to enable the city to extend Wharf st. 
to the width of 50 feet, the full length of 
the lot to be occupied by the Abbott-Mit- 
chell Company. 

The Mayor thought that a 50 foot road 
would be of sufficient width. The citizens 
should be congratulated upon the fact that 
the Abbott-Mitchell Company were ex- 
tending their enterprize. It is apparent 
that the plant is to be almost double that 
which was at first contemplated. The city 
in his opinion should give the company the 
ak passed by the Council of last year.

If overtime is not allowed telegraphers 
will be notified within ten days from the 
time such service Js performed, setting 
forth the reesons why.

fhe 1,975 Doukhobors at Halifax Have 
All Been Vaccinated. 


Halifax, N.S., Jan. 80.—No illness 
bas appeared among the Doukhobors now 
at the quarantine station since their 
arrival. The health officers feel confident 
that there will be no reappearance of 
smallpox. The work of vaccination and 
disinfection has been in progress con- 
stantly since Saturday morning. It was 
reported yesterday that the ontire 1,975 
Doukhobots and al\ the crew of the Lake 
Superior had been vaccinated. One or 
two of the passengers felt slightly un- 
well yesterday, and the doctors watched 
them carefully, but nothing unusual 
developed, Three hundred of the immi- 
gtants are now quartered in the quaran- 
tine building on Lawlor’s Island, while 
the remainder sre on the steamor wait: 
Ing for the immigrant accommodation to 
be made ready for them. It will be 10 
days or more before the material and 
clothing brought ent can be disinfected, 
80 that at the very quiokest it will be 91 
days before the Doukhobors will be able 
to get away from Halifax. The quaran- 
tine extends to the steamer and her 
crew, but it is probable that the Lake 
Superior will not bo delayed vory long 
after fumigation at the island.

The Dreyfus Agitation More Acute Than 
Ever in Paris. 


Paris, Jan. 80.—The Government's 
decision to submit to the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day a bill providing that 
cases of trial revision shall be brought 
before the united scotions of the Court of 
Cassation, bas reopened the floodgates of 
the Dreyfus agitation. The situation 
appears more confusing and menacing 
than ever. 

For days the anti-Dreyfusites have 
been clamoring to haye the case roferred 
to the united sections, because they haye 
considered it certain that among more 
than 80 judges they could rely upon an 
anti-Dreyfusite majority. 

M. Loew, president of the Criminal 
Chamber, who waa asked his opinion re- 
gardng the Government's proposal, said: 
“Tam glad to be relieved of the rospon- 
sibility, but the Goyernment’s avtion is 
revolutionary.” 

The anti-reyisionist papers are jubilant, 
bus the most serious and impartial 
journals deprecato the Government's 
weakness. In all political contres to-day 
there has been unusual excitement and 
activity. It is thought in some quarters 
that the Senate will refuse to accept the

NEW THING IN RAILROADING. 





A “Mono Railway” to Be Built Between 
Manchester and Liverpool. 


Liverpool, Jan, 80,—The Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce is favorably con- 
sidering a proposition to build a ‘‘mono 
railway’’ between this city and Man- 
chester, ovyor which trains are to run at 
a spsed of from 100 to 150 miles an hour, 
Mr. F. 3B. Beer, the advocate of the 
scheme, has demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of the members of the chamber 
that the new system will obviate tho 
ordinary dangers of railroad travel. De- 
railments are an impossibility, and there 
wil! be fewer collisions than in the 
two-rall system. ‘The cars intended for 
the line are to be fitted with wheels in 
the centre, and they will run on an ele- 
vated rail, 

‘Lhe position of the couch on tho rail- 
Way may be likened to the saddle-packs

THE GAUNTLET TAKEN UP, 





British Trades Unions Will Now Form a 
League of Protection. 


London, Jan. 80,—Thoe trades unions 
have replied to the challenge of the em- 
ployers in forming a league for protec- 
tion against strikes Ly a moesting at 
Manohester of the representatives of 
many branches of labor, who organized 
a central federation almost on tho lines 
of the employers’ league. If the plan 
proves successful and all the great unions 
enlist in it, Great Britain may yet wit- 
ness a gigantic war of capital against 
labor, in which the organized employers 
will confront the organized workmen. 
There was strong opposition to the plan 
from the labor leaders, who belleyed in 
maintaining antonomy of the unions, 
but the centralization scheme mustered 
a large majority. It is estimated that 
this consolidated union starts with a 
membership of 600,000 and an annual 
revenue of £60,000. 

Many of the newspapers fear that the 
great power which such an organization 
will giys the workmen may tempt them 
to strike more readily than ever, particu- 
larly sinos they will be assured of money 
backing. Howeyer, the speakers at the 
Manchester congress all deprecated 
strikes, and took tho yiew that the con- 
trol of them by a strong central commit- 
tee would prove an offective brake on 
petty strikes, while giving the men the 
most powerful weapon for the protection 
of their real rights.

Ottawa, Jan, 20.—Judgment has been 
given by Judge Lavergne in the celebrated 
Bryson will case, Jobn Bryson, M.P., of 
d Bryson, Pontiac, Que,, died several years 
ago loaving the bull of his immense wealth, 
consisting principally of upper Ottawa tim- 
ber limits, to his son, Geo, Bryson, The 
young man attended Ontario Business Col- 
lego In your city, and while there consulted 
¢/ Col, W. N. Ponton, the college solicitor, 
8 | the result being this actlon which has oul- 
minated so satisfactorily, 

The judge grants the application of Geo, 
Bryson and authorizes him to accept all 
legacies and benefits bequeathed to him by 
the last will of his father, the late John 
Bryson, under benefit of an inyentory, and 
further authorizes him to make an Iinyent- 
ory of the assets, properties ard liabilities 
for such purpose, 

The effect of the judgment will be to 
keep the estate distinct and separate from 
the estate of his first wife, and it is expect- 
ed it wilksecure the payment of $100,000 to 
Geo, Bryson out of his father’s estate alone, 
He will also. obtain three-quarters of his 
mother’s estate besides, 

CAUSE OF THE SUIT, 

The circumstances leading up to the suit 
were these: The late John Bryson was mar- 
ried to his cousin, Miss Christiana Bryson, 
in 1874, without a marriage contract, and by 
the laws of the Province of Quebec what is 
known as community of property existed 
between them, and in the eye of the law 
this community owned oll the property 
which they acqutred after the marriage, 
and all the movables that they had at the 
date of their marriage, he first Mrs, Bry- 
son had therefore, owned one undivided 
half of the assets of the property and the 
late John mayeon the other half. She died 
on the 21st of September, 1892, leaving two 
children as her heirs, who Inherited her in- 
terests in the Properties of this community. 
One of the children, Miss Robina Cobb Bry- 
son, died when a minor, and her estate was 
inherited one-half by her father, the late 
John Bryson, and the other half by her 
brother, George J. Bryson. So now, after 
the death of his sister, George Bryson 
claimed that he owned three-eighths of his 
mother’s share of the assets of the commun. 
ity of property. 

The late John Bryson died in 1896, Prey- 
fous to his death he made an inventory of 
the Bropexbics of the community and recog- 
nized therein that his first wife owned the 
undivided half therein, which would amount 
to between eighty and one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, In his will the late John 
Bryson left his bank stock, electric railway 
stock and debts due him to his second wife 
and his children, and the balance of his 
estate he left to his son George, who was 
born of his first marriage, Bye codicil to 
his will ke provided that the share that his 
son George should receive from his estate 
would not exceed $100,000, After the death 
of the late John Bryson the second wife and 
his executors had an inventory made which 
conflicted with the first inventory that he 
had made himself, asserting that the prop- 
erties and assets, which he himself acknow- 
ledged had belonged in part to his first wife, 
belonged in fact entirely to the estate of the 
late John Bryson, By the second inventory 
the succession of his first wife was prac- 
tically wiped out, and the presant Mrs. ry- 
son claims that all that George Bryson, son 
of the first marriage, was entitled to was 
$100,000 from both estates of his mother 
and father jointly, whereas Gane J, Bry- 
son claimed that he was entitled to three- 
fourths of his mother’s estate and $109,090 
out of his father’s estate, 

As the inventory made by the executors 
conflicted with the inventory that his fath- 
er had made in his lifetime, he by petition 
to the court asked to make a new and faith- 
ful inventory of his father’s estates, wherein 
shauld be recorded the liabilites of the 
estate of his father to the estate of his 
mother and of himself. ‘This petition was 
opposed by the present Mrs. Bryson on the 
ground that this $109,000 should come from 
both estates and on the further ground that 
by making such a demand George Bryson 
had forfeited all benefits accruing to him 
under his father’s will, as the will had con- 
tained the clause, ‘' No litigation shull tale 
place by any of my heirs and any doing so 
shall forfeit all rights, title or interest they 
may have in my estate.” 

_Judgment was rendered on this applica- 
tion of George Bryson,

The 
mombers of the Club say in their resolu- 
tion that the Bay is becoming depleted of 
game fish. I have been speaking to come 
of the older fishermen and they assert that 
there are a reasonable number of those fish 
in the bay yet, and an over-supply of pike 
and other deep-water fish. It is a well- 
known fact that the men engaged in this 
industry, and a very important one it is to 
the people of Bellevilleand district, have been 
greatly hampered during the past few years 
by repeated changes in the Government 
regulations. Surely, these fishermen have 
some rights, which should be respected. 
Quite a number of tho fishermen along the 
Bay havo nets laid away for the past three 
years, which cost them hundreds of dollars 
and now the last straw has been laid on 
their backs by the Forest and Stream Olub, 
when it asks that the use of gill neta be 
prohibited, thus destroying the business of 
the fishermen altogether. It is to be hoped 
Mr. Editor, that in the interest of those 
hard-working and, for the most, poorly- 
paid, fishermen the Club will re-consider 
or at least modify its resolutions, and if 
it does not it is tobe expected that the 
Department of Fisheries will sce their way 


clear to disallow the request of the peti- 
tioners. 


If some of tho restrictisns to which the 
fishermen are now subjected were removed 
we would havo a better fish market in Belle- 
ville and the people would not be compel- 
led to pay two prices, as they have to doat 
present. Give the fisherman his rights 
and matters in that direction will be much 
improved,

A whole stock of coats may ‘have ocou- 
nicd such a place in the fire that a sleeve 
from each coat would be burned away, but 
that would not make the coats a total loss 
to the snlyage men. The coats would be 
Coctored in some way so that they would 
bring a price at the‘‘fire sale,’’ which ends 
‘the service of the salyage company. At 
theso sales goods which were miles away 
from tho scene of the fire are often ‘run 
in’’ for the purpose of averaging the stock, 
and to make them look like wrecked goods 
they aro sometimes treated toa bath just 
before the sale, 

At one of these auctions which took 
place recently a buyer oxamined a lot of 
coats and said that they looked remarka- 
bly clean and new to have been through a 
fire. ‘*Yes,’’ said the man for whose bene- 
fit the sale was going on; ‘‘you see, they 
found tho buttons in the ruins and made 
the coats to put them on.” 

Hardware and cutlery are difficult arti- 
cles to handle because rust makes the 
goods unsalable. Finely polished steel, 
giuns, revolvers and plated ware look use- 
less and worthy of the scrap heap when 
thoy are thrown from a burned out store 
info packing cases and carted to the rooms 
where the salyage company takes them in 
hand, 'Thero, by means of polishing buffs, 
erindstones, acid baths and burnishin 
tcols, the motal is made to look fresh an 
new, old handles ave destroyed and new 
horn, ivory, rubber and celluloid handles 
are put on the yarious articles: hen the 
snail stuff is fastened on cards and pack- 
ed in new boxes. ‘he stock which is ruin- 
ed boyond repair is ‘‘bunched’’ and sold to 
junk dealers, 

Perishable goods, like groceries, are easl- 
ly ruined by fire and water, but still the 
salvage companies know how to handle 
such stocks, and have mon in their em- 
ploy who will not allow a coffee bean to 
escape. A large stook of groceries is now 
being salyaged in a western city. A va- 
cant building was hired for the purpose, 
and on the upper floor thousands of dol- 
Inrs' worth of coffoes, tens and spices have 
been spread out on canvas shelyes. Groat 
rows of boxes of cigars aré piled on tables 


Colonel “Rip” Ford's Story of One of 
Their Indian Fights. 


“What was the most deperate fight you 
can remember, colonel?’’ The question 
was addressed to Colonel ‘‘Rip’’ Ford of 
the old time Texas rangers, The colonel—a 
very old man, with a wealth of snow white 
hairand beard—hesitated, for the question 
asked for quality, not quantity. After 
much study he told the story of a fight 
which ocourred in 1851, and Frederio-~ 
Remington repeats it in his ‘‘Crooked 
Trails:” : ; 

‘“My lieutenant, Ed Burleson, was or- 
dered to carry to San Antonio an Indian - 
prisoner we had taken. On his return, 
while nearing the Nueces river, he espied 
two Indians, Taking seyen men, he or- 
dered the rest to continue along the road. 
The two Indians proved tobe 14, and they _ 

harged Burleson up to the teeth. Dis- 
mounting his men, he poured it into them 
from his Colt’s six shooting rifles. All 
but two of the Indians were. killed-or:— 
wounded, some of them dying so near the 
rangers that they could put their hands 
on their boots. ys 

‘All but one of Burleson’s men were © 
wounded—himeelf shot in the head with 
an arrow. One man had four ‘dogwood 
switches’ (arrows) in his body, one of 
which was in his bowels. This man told — 
me that eyery time he raised his gunto ~ 
fire the Indians would stick an arrow into 
him, but he said he didn’t care a cent. 
One Indian was lying right up close, and 
while dying tried to shoot an arrow, but 
his strength failed so fast that the arrow 
barely left the bowstring. 

‘One of the rangers in that fight wasa |. 
curlous fellow. When young, he had been 
captured by Indians and had lived with 
them so long that he had acquired Indian 
habits. In that fight he kept jumpin, 
around while loading, 80 as to be a 
target, the same as an Indian would un- 
der the ofroumstances, and he told Bur- 
leson he che a had his boots off, so he

12,000 Tons of Charcoal Pig Iron to be 


Turved Out = Annually =-Not One 
Pound at Present Produced in 
Canada. 
(From a Napanee Beaver special.) 
Deseronro, Jan. 23.d. 
The new Charcoal Iron Smelting Works 
hore are now about vompleted. Fires were 
started last week in the melting stack,so as 
to get the firo brick lining dried and warm- 
ed. Probably during chis week 
operations cf iron smelting will commence. 
These works are, probably, the most im- 
portant of any of the industries ever yet 
established at Deseronto, The estimate is 
that directly or indirectly, a hundred men 
will find employment in connection with 
them, representing a very considerable in- 
crease in the number of families and popu- 


regular 

































the railway and navigation freight traflic ; 
a new and permanent market to the farm- 
ers for all coarse wood they may heve to 
dispose of ; the opening up of iron mines 
in the rear of this and the adjoining coun- 
ties, and the production of at least 12,000 
tons of charcoal pig iron,annually,of which 
not a single ton is now being produced in 
the Province of Ontario, 

All the new materials are, or will be, the 
products of Canada. Whatever, therefore, 
comes out of the works wlll be clear gain 
to the country. Tens of thousands of dol- 
lars are now cvery year sent out of Canada 
to purchase just such iron as will soon be 
produced here, at the rate of 35 tons each 
day. 

Charcoal iron is mostly used for the 
manufacture of railway freight car wheels, 
and of malleable iron. About one-third of 
the metal used in the casting of iron water 
pipes is also charcoal iron. It is much 
more expensive and far more valuable than 
tho pig iron manufactured by the ordinary 
process, and is only produced in few coun- 
tries, because of the scarcity of wood for 
charcoal making. In Nngland enormous 
quantities are used, and it has all to be im- 

orted for lack of charcoal. Sweden and 

orway have been its"principal sources of 
supply. The probabilities are that Eng- 
land will be glad to purchase all Oanada 
may have to seil for many years to come, 
just as it is always glad to purchase all our 
Canadian dairy and farm produce. 


But Canada ought to furnish a large and 
constant home market for charcoal iron, 
for car-wheel making alone. Wehave now 
in the Dominion, in round numbers, oyer 
17,009 miles of railways in operation, in- 
cluding sidings. There are over 50,000 
freight and baggage cars, with eight wheels 
each, and the average weight of each such 
car wheel is 609 pounds. These facts will 
give an idea of the enormous quantities of 
iron used in casting car-wheels alone. 
Then the ayerage life of a car-wheel is said 
to be only about three years. Thousands 
of tons of charcoal iron are every year 
needed for that purpose in Canada and we 
are now sending out hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for what we can thus have sup- 
plied at home, 


The works were commenced here in May 
last and eyer sincefrom 40 to 100 men 
been hard at work. The new buildings 
and their appliances cover nearly four acres 
of ground. Four large and substantial 
buildings have been erected and all the 


been put in, - Good judges state that there 
are no more complete works anywhere to 
be found, The present output is expected 
to be about 36 tons of pig iron each day. 
This will require over 60 tons of iron ore 
with 85 bushels of charcoal for each ton of 
pig iron produced, besides very consider- 
able quantities of lime stone. Tuere are 
now 12,000 tons of hematite iron ore on the 
grounds from the celebrated Lake Super- 
lor ore beds. As soon as practicable all 
the ore used will be from Ontario mines, 
The skilled men in charge here now haye 
been at work at Detroit where that ore is 
used,and it is not intended to run the risks 
of injuring the qualities of any of the iron 
made until a good opportunity is given to 
fully experiment with our own ores near 
at home. The probabilities are that iron 
mining will soon become a much more im- 
portant industry in this section of country, 


because of the establishment of thceac 
smelting works, 


The new charcoal works, which ace the 
direct outcome of the iron smelting, are 
now nearing completion and will be in 
operation in a few weeks. They will be the 
largest and most complete of any of their 
class in Canada, if not on this continent, 
From 40 to 60 corda of wood will be requir- 
ed every day to keep these supplied and 
tens of thousands of dollars wat be paid 
out for wood, nowall but unsaleable, A 
large quantity of wood na tha, acetic acid 
and a number of other valaahie and neces- 
sary chemicals will also be produeed. But 
of these later on. 


As it is, not only Deseronto but the 
whole country has good reason to feel a 
deep interest in the establishment of these 
new iron smelting works. Oanada ought to 
produce iron equal to any country, and not 
only to supply our own demand but to bo. 
come # large exporter to other countries as 
well. As it ia, hawdreds of thousands of 
dollars have been each year flowing out of 
this country for iron and its products while 
ao abundance of the necessary raw ma 
trrials has been lying waste hero, and 
thousands of Canadians have gone out of 
the country to help carry on these manu- 
factures elsewhere. T.W. O,

A Few Particulars, 

“The International Paper Company is 
a combination of 24 mills (since oex- 
panded to 30), which has been oapitalized 
at $55,000,000; it controls 80 per cent. of 
the news output. Its promoters frankly 
admit that the common stook of $20,000, - 
000 represents only good-will; the entire 
produot of this large combination coulda 
be duplicated with modern an‘ better 
machinery at less cost per vound upon a 
capitalization of $16,000,000, so that 
priné paper users in the United Stator 
are forced to bear the burden of an exces- 
sive capitalization of $40,000,000, and to 
pay an added charge of $2,000,000 per 
annum. Every mill-owner who entered 
that combination invited a withdrawal of 
tariff duty. Excessive and improper 
prices were paid for many mills that 
were located on exhausted water courses, 
and that were tributary to denuded tim- 
ber tracts; for mills tha’ at periods of 
the year have an Insuffijoent supply of 
Water or are under water; for mills that 
are inferior and worthless in maohinory, 
equipment and oonstruction; for mills 
thit do not own or control woodlands; 
for mills that haye neither pulp grinding 
attachments nor sulphite pulp auxiliaries, 

Additional Reasons, 

**Not one of the mills in all the com- 
bination possessed al) of the six essentials 
of the cheapest and most  suosessful 
manufacturer, namely, oheap wood, cheap 
and ample weter power, cheap rates to 
markets, modern machinery, wholesale 
production and concentration at one place 
under one supervision. In some cases the 
organizers of the International Paper 
Company gaye seourities to mill-owners 
representing five times the actual ivvest- 
ment In the mills, and in gathering to- 
gether this assortment of mills the paper 
company also acquired every available 
spruce tract whore cheap timber could be 
had, and every large water-power, with 
one oxception, where substantial competi- 
tion might otherwise be ostablished. This 
object was easily attained, because our 
spruce supply is being exhausted at the 
rate of 1,700 square miles per annuin. 

“That machinery of the Government 
which imposes a prohibitory daty on 
print paper, is also placing a premium 
upon the exhaustion of our spruce for- 
ests, and is adding to the destruction 
Wrought by forest fires. No succossful 
coinpetition at the International Paper 
Company is possible in the United States 
under existing conditions. Capital that 
seeks to develop new enterprises for the 
mannfacture of news paper is barred by 
the trust’s acquirement of all tue possible 
faoilities of paper production. A tax on 
newspapers operates indirectly, as did the 
stamp tax of Europe, to suppress news- 
papers. It is ua tax of $2,000,000 per 
apnum on intelligence, a tax on popular 
education and on political knowledge.

Sr1r,—W hen Confederation took place, in 
1867, North Hastings had a Conservative 
majority of about 200. From year to year 
since the population increased. Additional 
municipalities were added to the North of 
the Riding, until from six—Rawdon, Hunt- 
ingdon, Madoc, Marmora, Elzivir and Tu- 
dor, it now has 16, which includes the vil- 
lages of Stirling and Madoc, Notwithstand. 
ing this, a careful examination of the vari- 
ous election returns would go toshow that 
the Conservative majorities were not ouly 
maintained but increased proportionately 
with the population, until in 1890 the Con. 
majority could safely be placed at 500. OF 
course the votes of two years would go to 
show more, that of A, F. Wood in 1886, 
against Dr. Faulkner of a maj. of nearly 
900, and later of Hon. M. Bowell against 
Dr. Sutton of a maj. of over 1000, There 
were two years of the return of the Conser- 
vative candidate by acclamation, in 1878,

The Conservatives did = 
under the circumstances, for which they 
were only partially prepared. But a 
haying been forewarned, let them be arm 
for such emergencies, What we have a 
right to is a fair expression of pablia opinion.
